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HONEY COMING BACK 10 US 


THE WEST HAS BEGUN TO RE- 
PAY NEW-YORK’S LOANS. 





Growing Signs of Relief from the Strin- 
gency Which Caused Urgent Calls on the 
Metropolis During the Last Few Weeks 
—Gain of an Even Million in Gold by 
the Sub-Treasury — What Is Thought 
Here of the Banks of California—Silver 
Declines to 81 Cents. 


The West has begun to pay back to New- 
York the money it drew from the country’s 
financial centre to meet the urgent calls of 
two weeks ago. 

Up to two or three days ago the drain 
upon this city had been heavy and practi- 
cally steady. Then it lessened and little 
was doing in thisexchange of funds be- 
tween cities until yesterday, when‘the tide 
turned, and the money flood began to pour 
back to New-York. 

Before the close of business yesterday 
afternoon the obligations of interior finan- 
cialinstitutions to the New-York banks 
had been liquidated to the extent of sey- 
eral hundred thousand dollars. Payment 
was not made in currency, but in paper for 
collection in this neighborhood and in 
drafts on cities in this part of the country. 

The change, however, was a most impor- 
tant one. It showed that the financial 
stress inso many inland cities had been 
lessened and that the banksin these places 
were prepared to pay the obligations 
created by the aid New-York had given 
them in their téme of trial. 

It gave evidence that in these places the 
‘Worst was over and that the process of set 
tlement was under way; that this city 

was about to-recover a large part of the 
funds it had advanced to the less impor- 
taut financial centres in their fight to 
maiutain credit. 

Just how much money came back to 
New-York in this way it was impossible to 
learn. That the aggregate was large there 
could be no doubt, for the payments in the 
case of one or two of the larger banks 
amounted to $200,000 or more. 

As an oftset, there was a small movement 
of currency to the interior. Small ship- 
ments were made to some of the cities at 
which the stress had been greatest, but the 
aggregate could hardly have exceeded 
$200,000. So faras the Sub-Treasury ex- 
changes were concerned, there was hardly 
any indication of a movement of money to 
the West and South. 


The day’s business at the Sub-Treasury, , 


in fact, turned almost entirely upon the 
movement of funds to San Francisco. | 
That city was just as clamorous as ever, 
for it was speaking the needs of all Cali-! 
fornia. So far as New-York could learn, 
that State wasin a very bad way. 


Incidentally the Sub-Treasury gained an. 


even million in gold by its transactions 
yesterday. That is, it took in $1,150,000 
and paid out $150,000 in coin. Of the 
million, $500,000 was represented by gold 
certificates paid in to secure telegraphic 
transfers of money to the Pacific coast. 
The other half-million was paid inin coin 


in exchange for bills to be-sent by express. 


to the same destination. 

Despite the number of stories about the 
troublesin California, Wall Street heard 
very little that was definite about the in- 
stitutions in that State. So far as the 
Pacific Bank was concerned, very little 


surprise was created here. There was 
gmp afloat that the other banks in San 

‘rancisco would have carried it hadit 
shown a satisfactory state of affairs, but 
that it was unable to do so. | 

Asarule the California banks were re-. 
garded as in very good condition, but it 
was admitted that several factors counted 
against them. One was that, especially in 
the southern part of the State, a large part 
of their assets was tied up in investments 
which certainly could not be classed as 
“quick” collateral. 

The land booms, for instance, are sup- 
posed to be well over, but it is believed 
that the banks have considerable money 
tied up in real estate, which just at pres- 
ent is hardly to be looked upon as likely 
to secure a ready market. 

Orange groves, too, are no doubt valua- 
ble, but they are not readily convertible 
into cash ata time when a financial scare 
is on and is affecting all lines of business. 
Recent reductions in transcontinental 
freights, also, are believed to have in- 
duced merchants on the Pacific coast to 
lay in stocks larger than immediate de- 
mands required. 

Money rates in this city were a trifle 
stiffer yesterday, and foreign exchange 
gained half a cent. Otherwise there was 
not much meg ben the local situation. 

The Clearing House Loan Committee met 
again and issued $300,000 in certificates, 
bringing the total amount outstanding up 
to $5,200,000. 

The Sub-Treasury received orders to 
begin the payment of the interest on 
Government bonds, due July 1, at once. 
The payments under this head yesterday 
amounted to $61,955. Many of the checks 
had been made out in Washington in ad- 
vance and, being mailed Promptly, were 
presented yesterday. At first it was ex- 

ected that the payments would begin next 

—_ ¢ but on supplementary orders 
from the Treasury Department they were 
started yesterday. 

One of the features of the day in Wall 
Street was a decline of silver to 81 cents an 
ounce, with a recovery later on to 811, 
cents. 


DOORS TEMPORARILY CLOSED. 





Cataract Bank of Niagara Falls and Other 
Institutions Reassure Depositors. 


BurFFra.o, N. Y., June 23.—Shortly before 
noon to-day the Cataract Bank of Niagara 
Falls closed its doors. On the main en- 
trance was placed the following notice: 


Owing to the gradual but steady withdrawals 
of the deposits of this bank and to our inabilit 
to realize anything on several large loans hand- 
ed down to us by a former management, we 
have decided as a prudential measure to close 
the dvore, and the bank is now in the hands of 
the State Banking Department. There is no 
cause for alarm among dopositors. They will 
be paidin full. PETER A. PORTER, President. 


After the announcement the public 
showed nothing of what could be called ex- 
citement. The statement of President 
Porter that every depositor would be paid 
in full seemed to be taken at its full worth. 

The Cararact Bank was organized in 
1877 with a capital of $100,000, This sum 
was increased to $300,000 a few years ago, 
and at its last statement, issued on the 
morning of June 1, the nominal surplus 
was $50,000 and the deposits were $809,- 
272.37. 

It was reorganized last August, and a 
new Board of Directors and officers were 
elected. They were Peter A. Porter, L. W. 
Pettibone, William E. Rankine, A. J. Por- 


ter, W. C. Ely, Franklin Spauldine, and 
Thomas W. Welch, all of Niagara Falls. 
Peter A. Porter was elected President. 

Mr. Porter told a reporter this afternoon 
that when the present management took 
hold they realized that the bank had upon 
its hands nearly $400,000 of loans,

with collateral security that was not 
such as cou be realized’ on at 
once. They were confident that in time 
every depositor would be paid dol- 
lar for dollar, and, if satisfactory ar- 
rangements could be made, business would 
doubtless be resumed. 

Up to the last moment the bank had ex- 
pected to secure assistance from some 
strong New-York men who were interested 
in the institution, but this had not come 
in time. The officials are not without hope 
of its coming, and, while too late to pre- 
vent the result of to-day, it will eventu- 
ally result in the bank resuming business. 

Deputy Superintendent Creed, repre- 
senting the State Banking Department, 
considered the present officers and Direct- 
ors honorable, upright men and worthy 
of the utmost confidence. Mr. Creed 
stated also that in. all his experience he 
had never seen or heard of an instance of 
this kind where the public took the matter 
60 coolly. ‘ 

The bank had a large list of depositors. 
The bank’s conditién had been pretty 
generally understood for some time, the 
story having leaked out when the new 
management took possession of the institu- 
tion, and when the affairs of the Niagara 
Wood Paper Company were brought to 
public attention, and it was seen how 
deeply involved the bank had become. 
These stories gained credence, and people 
were generally on their guard. 

Depositors of other banks were apparent- 
ly not alarmed, and but one case of with- 
drawalis known. The regular depositors 
of ~ oo made theif daily deposits as 
usual, 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 23.—The Directors 
of the Pacific Bank decided not to open the 
institution this morning, The direct cause 


of thesuspension was a notice from the 
Clear’ng House Association tha¢ the bank’s 
paper would not be accepted hereafter. 
The action of the board does not create 
great surprise. It is expected the deposi- 
tors will lose morhing. 

Manager McDonald says the bank will re- 
sume business in a short time and that the 
suspension is resorted to that the bank 
may realize from its assets and protect it- 
aplt from a suddeu run by depositors. 

The People’s Home Savings Bank posted 
the following notice to-day: 

“ Bank closed temporarily in order to protect 
depositors and give time to collect on securi- 
ties. We have sufficient assets, more than our 
liabilities.” 

The President, Columbus Warehouse, 
last night deeded all his property to the 
bank that it might raise money. This 
property is far in excess of all the liabili- 
ties. Failure to realize on the securities 
was the immediate cause of the temporary 
suspension. The Directors of the bank 
have ordered the regular dividend to be 
paid July 1. 

The feeling is that all the commercial 
banks are on a secure footing. The Presi- 

‘dents of many of them express themselves 
as glad that the opportunity has arrived 
‘that they may show their strength. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 23.—An analysis 
.of the Plankinton Bank statement filed by 
Assignee William Plankinton in the office 
of the Clerk of the court shows that Presi- 
dent Day secured in loans from the bank 
nearly $400,000 instead of $300,000. Of 
‘this sum $278,000 was loaned to himself 
and $100,000 to the Milwaukee Brass and 
‘Copper Works, of which he was President. 


ONTARIO, Cal., June 23.—The Citizens’ 
Bank closed its doors yesterday. The 

-statement shows that the resources greatly 
‘exceed the liabilities. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 23.—The 
State Bank of this city suspended payment 
‘this morning, the assurance being given to 

depositors that it would resumeina few 

,days. The bank hasa paid-up capital of 
Steady withdrawals by deposi- 
tors were the cause of the action. The bank 
is one of the smaller ones of the city. 

NEW-WHATCOM, Washington, June 23.— 
The First National Bank closed its doors 
‘at noon yesterday. Inability to realize on 


its securities is the cause given for suspen- 
sion. The bank’s officials say their assets 
are double their liabilities and that depos- 
itors will be paidinfull. There is no ex- 
citement, and the suspension did not pre- 
,cipitate runs on the other banks.

WHERE HAS E. F. OHUROH GONE? 


He Was New-York Agent for a Woolen Mill 
and He and His Stock Are Missing. 


TRENTON, N. J., June 23.—E. F. Church, 
a Director of the Saxony Woolen Mills of 
this city and their selling agent in New- 
York, has disappeared. 

Mr. Church is President of the aristo- 
cratic village of South Orange, and is well 
known in social and commercial circles. 
Until recently he was the receiver of the 
Trenton Woolen Company, a concern to 
which he had advanced considerable 


money. He wound up the affairs of the 
company, and it was reorganized as the 
Saxony Company, and he became one of 
the Directors and the New-York repre- 
sentative. 

Large consiguments of woolen cloth were 
made to him, and failing to make returns, 
it issaid, the Treasurer of the company, 
Martin Robinson, went to 18 and 20 
Thomas Street, New-York, but could find 
no trace of Church or the goeds. . 

It is claimed that some of his notes in 
the Trenton banks have gone to protest. 
Search has been made for him since Mon- 
day. It is thought that the Saxony Com- 
pany will have to go into the hands of 
a receiver because of these losses.

PRESTO! A FORTUNE VANISHES 


MAGIOIAN HERRMANN’S GREAT 
“DISAPPEARING AOT” IN OOURT. 





Brought There by Supplementary Proceed- 
ings, He Swears His Possessions Away 
Until Only a Gold Watch and a Dia- 
mond Ring Are in Sight—These, He 
Says, Belong to His Wife—She Pays 
Him $50 a Week for Amusing the 
Public—His Isabella Cross Pawned. 


Herrmann, the magical, performed the 
greatest feat of his life yesterday. 

Almostina breath the professor made his 
entire fortune disappear before a crowd of 
breathless spectators in the County Court 
House. When he had finished his perform- 
ance there was nothing left in sight except 
a gold watch and a diamond ring. 

““ And these,” said the king of the black 
art, with his most insinuating smile, “ be- 
long tomy wife. She merely permits me 
to wear them.” 

Everybody was amazed at the mysteri- 
ous disappearance, but the professor is 
accustomed to facing puzzled audiences, 
and he was not in the least disconcerted. 

The exhibition of legerdemain was freq 
The professor didn’t care to give it at all, 
but he was compelled to do so by circum- 
stances beyond his centrol. 

About four years ago Prof. Herrmann 
ran the Broad Street Theatre in Philadel- 
phia. His manager, Richard Parker, af- 
ranged for the production of “ King Cole,” 
and engaged Daniel Collier to play one of 
the leading parts. Mr. Collier got a con- 
tract for forty weeks at $100 a week. 
After a week of reheatsal he was dis- 
charged on the ground of incompetency, it 
is alleged. 

Mr. Collier began suit for $4,000 a year 
age. No defense was interposed, and he 
got a judgment for the full amount by de- 
fault. 

“T was just starting out on my annual 
tour,” said Prof. Hérrmann yesterday. 
‘“‘When the papers were served onme I 
could not wait, and placed the matter in 
the hands of Joseph Steiner, who engaged 
William F. Howe to defend the suit. Mr. 
Collier had already engaged A. H. Hummel, 
and I was made the victim of a divided 
house. 

* Judgment was obtained, and I knew 
nothing of the matter until my return to 
New-York. Then I swore that I would 
never pay, never!” and the professor 
shrugged his shoulders in an emphatic way 
peculiarly his own. ‘‘My manager is 
responsible for the statement that $5,000 
will be spent, if necessary, to defend the 
suit, but not a dollar in damages will ever 
be paid, for the claim is unjust.” 

However that may be, the professor found 
himself, because of the claim, in court yes- 
terday tobe examined in supplementary 
proceedings, as the Sheriff had returned 
the judgment against him unsatisfied. As 
soon as he was seated he began the great 
disappearing act. 

*“T have nothing in the world except 50 
cents,” he said, ‘‘and that my wife gave 
me. Iam under contract with her. She 
pays me $50 a week and gets all the 
protits.” 

* Whoowns Herrmann’s Theatre? ” asked 
Mr. Collier’s lawyer. 

‘*My wife,” was the blandanswer. ‘‘The 
lease was originally in my name, but I 
transferred it to her two years ago.” 

* And whose money was it that remodeled 
the theatre ?” 

‘“*Mrs. Herrmann’s. 
in the enterprise.” 

‘*Who gets the box office money ?” 

“Mrs. Herrmann. Everything goes to 
Mrs. Herrmann. I am simply her agent in 
banking the money.” 

“‘She must be a pretty rich woman by 
this time,” was the sarcastic suggestion. 

**I don’t know about that, but I suppose 
she’s got considerable money. Last season 
she made $81,560 clear on my perform- 
ances.” 

“How did she get so much money origi- 
nally ?” 

“I don’t know, l’m sure. She got it.” 

“ And did youever give her any money?” 

“Oh! yes, large sums in repayment of 
loans she had made me.” 

“And what haye you done with all the 
money you made?” 

‘Lost it—lost it all,” answered the ma- 
gician seriously, and then he added, almost 
with enthusiasm, ‘‘ Why, Sir, I have lost 
$450,000 in the last five years.” 

“How?” 

“Well, I lost $75,000 in Wall Street last 
year. There’s no show for a magician 
down there. Then I also lost $25,000 in 
New-Orleans speculating in cotton.”

SHEEHANITE OUT IN THE COLD. 


Pretty Scheme of the Lieutenant Governor 
Blocked by a Home Ruler. 


BurFFALo, N. Y., June 23.—When Lieut. 
Gov. Sheehan was defeated last Fall in his 
scheme to change enough election returns 
tomake his friend William H. Love Super- 
intendent of Education, he told that young 
man to be of good cheer, for it would not 
be long until he would have something for 
him. 

That something turned out to be the at- 
torneyship of the Board of Excise Commis- 
sioners, with a salary of $1,500 ayear. Mr. 
Sheehan’s new Comniissioners were in- 
structed what to do, and as soon as was 
consistent they created the position and 
selected Mr. Lovéto fillit. This happened 
last Monday. 

Hardly had the office been filled when 
the local Civil Service Commissioners, who 
are not Sheehan Democrats, announced 
that Mr. Love would have to pass an ex- 
amination. Mr. Love had been a lawyer 


but four or five months, and the Excise 
Commissioners were worried. ‘They did 
not think that he would be able to pass the 
examination. 

To bridge the difficulty they turned as a 
last resource to Mayor Bishop, and humbly 
asked him to assign the position of attor- 
ney for the Board of Excise to Class ** A” 
of the civil service schedules, making it a 
non-competitive position. 

This atternoon Mayor Bishop sent_the 
board a vigorous communication in which 
he declined to do any such thing and scored 
the Commissioners roundly for creating 
and attempting to maintain a useless of- 
fice. 

This action leaves Mr. Love still out in 
the cold. 

Mayor Bishop is one of the leaders of the 
anti-Sheehan, or honre rule, Democracy. 


MAYOR WANSER I8 IN 8T. LUKE'S. 


He Is Recovering from a Surgical Opera- 
tion and May Not Be Out for Two Weeks. 





Mayor Wanser of Jersey City has been 
absent from his office since Tuesday after- 
noon, though the fact was not generally 
known. Visitors were told by Clerk Nevin 
that the Mayor would probably be back 
“‘in a day ortwo.” Itis now learned that 
the Mayor isin St. Luke’s Hospital, New- 
York, where he has undergone an opera- 
tion for kidney trouble. 

Last Tuesday evening Mayor Wanser 
went to St. Luke’s, to remain until it was 
deemed advisable to perform the operation. 
The operation was performed Thursday by 
Dr. L. B. Bangs, assisted by five other phy- 
sicians. At 11 o0’clock Mayor Wanser was 
put under the influence of ether, and the 
operation lasted two hours. 


Mayor Wanser has steadily improved 
ever since. Dr. Bangs said yesterday that 
Mayor Wanser would recover and would 
be able to resume his duties in about two 
weeks. Until then Reuben Simpson, who 
is President of the Board of Aldermen, will 
be Acting Mayor. He was in Chicago 
when Mayor Wanser went to St. Luke’s, 
but returned last night, and will enter 
upon his duties to-day. He is a Repub- 
lican, like Mayor Wanser, and in thorough 
accord with all Mayor Wanser’s reforms. 


STRONG DRINK HIS MASTER. 


Capt. Seymour Smith, R.N., Drunk Thirty 
Minutes After Leaving Court. 





Capt. Seymour Smith of the Royal Navy 
of Great Britain seems to have an irre- 
sistible taste for strong drink. He has 
been before the police courts in this city 
many times lately for intoxication.

New-HaveEn, Conn., June 23.—By the 
will, just recorded, of Minot Booth, an ec- 
centric citizen of Monroe, Yale University 
receives a unique bequest. 

Several good-sized quarries, situated 
mostly in Ansonia, are bequeathed to Yale 
for geological purposes. ‘The quarries 
have a good practical value, as they are 
composed of common granite, available for 
building purposes. Mr. Booth, however, 
always had an idea that they would be in- 


valuable for scientific researches, and so 
he left them to Yale. 

Mr. Booth cut off his heirs without a 
shilling, and left the remainder of his 
estate to the town of Monroe for the main- 
tenauce of bridges. 








Ford’s Theatre Disaster. 


WASHINGTON, June 23.—The examination of 
witnesses by the Grand Jury in the matter of 
the disaster at Ford’s Theatre Building was 
continued to-day. District Attorney Birney 
said this afternoon that Secretary of War La- 
mont was affording him every assistance, and 
that he (Biraey) would be able to present to the 


Grand Jury an even stronger case than that 
made before the Coroner’s jury. He thought 
that indictments would be ready for presenta- 
tion in court not later than Friday next. The 
arraignment of the indicted persons would im- 
mediately follow and the earliest practicable 
date set for their trial would be some day early 
next Ootober. 

Secretary Lamont to-day issued an order dis- 
solving the military court appointed to investi- 
gate the disaster, * believing,” be says, “* that 
the ends of justice and the interests of the mili- 
tary service will be best subserved by leaving 
the matter at this time to the determination 
of the civil authorities free from any influence 
or complication that might ensue from a 
military inguiry.”

MKEE PROMPTLY ACQUITTED 


THE BROOKLYN JURY Ssf00D 11 
TO 1 FROM THE OUT SET. 





Judge Moore’s Charge Regarded as Very 
Strongly in Favor of the Accused— 
District Attorney Ridgway Predicted 
that “If McKee Is Acquitted All Will 
Be Acquitted *"—The Result Is Regarded 
as a Deathblow to the Prosecution of 
Aldermen in Brooklyn. 


Alderman William McKee of Brooklyn, 
who was tried in the Kings County Court 
of Sessions for complicity in the Columbian 
celebration frauds, was acquitted yester- 
day afternoon by the jury after four hours’ 
deliberation. Immediately npon the an- 
nouncement of the verdic® Aldermen 
Heaney and Wafer, who are still under 
joint indictment with him and awaiting 
trial, stepped forward and _ grasped 
him by the hand. They were really 
shaking hands with themselves, for 
they knew that McKee’s exoneration 
foreshadowed their own acquittal, and 
they regarded themselves as already vin- 
dicated. Each juryman, as he filed out of 
the box, also shook McKee’s hand cordial- 
ly, while he thanked them collectively 
and individually. When the jury was ex- 
hausted, the Alderman’s devoted constitu- 
ents, who had watched his ‘‘martyrdvm ” 
with sympathy and admiration, crowded 
about him and assured him of their undi- 
vided support next election. 

Later in the evening the horde of office 
holders who had gone to the races returned 
to Brooklyn and learned of the Alderman’s 
acquittal. It was sweet music to their 
souls, and they immediately repaired to 
various winerooms and popped corks till 
day break. 

When the court met yesterday there was 
no evidence to submit, and all that re- 
P mained were the arguments. District At- 
torney Ridg way announced that he would 
ask for McKee’s conviction on the second 
count of the indictment, which charged 
him with aiding and abetting the presen- 
tation and payment of a false and fraudu- 
lent bill for the construction of the Pros- 
pect Park plaza grand stand. 

Mr. O’Dwyer then delivered the address 
for the defense. He saidit was not quite 
clear to many people as to who was on 
trial. A great deal had been said about 
Ross and Pigot, but very little about Mc- 
Kee. He said he was certain of his client’s 
innocence. He dramatically declared that 
he would “never defend a man whom he 
believed to be guilty of the crime charged 
against McKee.” The counsel argued that 
there was no necessity to advertise for 
bids or enter into a written eontract for 
the construction of the stands, as the Com- 
mon Council had authority to spend unex- 
pended balances as,it saw fit. Mr. O’Dwy- 
er insisted that there was no evidence 
showing that his client had done. anything 
dishonest. He said McKee was “the kind 
of a man who could not commit a crime.” 

District Attorney Ridgway argued that 
the evidence plainly showed that money 
had been stolen and that McKee had aided 
and abetted the theft. He said: ‘If Mc- 
Kee is acquitted, all will be acquitted.” 
After reviewing the facts as to the con- 
tract and the purchases of lumber, Mr. 
Ridgway said: “If the Legislature keeps 
on building safeguards around the per- 
sonal liberty of offenders it will soon be 
impossible to convict anybody. The legis- 
lation for the past twenty years has all 
been in the interest of lawbreakers. After 
recess Judge Moore charged the jury. 

‘It must be proved,” said the Judge, 
“that the bill was fraudulent; that Mce- 
Kee knew it was fraudulent, and that 
knowing it was fraudulent, he signed it. 
There can be no conviction unless it is 
found that he _ proceeded criminally. 
Whether Ross or Pigot are guilty is not es- 
sential to this case. McKee is on trial now 
and nobody else. 

“It doesn’t appear that anybody but 
Heaney and Wafer knew about the con- 
tract. Ifit be true that there was a con- 
tract made with Ross todo the work and 
the committee ratified it and he did the 
work the bill cannot be called a false and 
fraudulent bill. If the contract was never 
made, if Ross was only a figurehead, and if 
McKee knew that fact, and, knowing it, 
certified to the bill, then he can be con- 
victed under the indictment, because the 
bill would then be fraudulent.” 

Judge Moore finished his charge at 1:50 
P. M. and the jury filed ont. is charge 
was generally regarded as favorable to the 
defense. In fact, it shattered several of the 
prosecution’s main contentions. At 3 
o’clock the jury sent a note to Judge Moore 
asking if they could acquit McKee and yet 
censure him for negligence. ‘The Judge in- 
vited the jury to return to the courtroom 
if they wanted information, but they did 
not return. 

At 5:50, or four hours after retiring, the 
jury filed back to thecourtroom. In an- 
swer to the Clerk’s usual questions, Jury- 
man Samuel Rowland replied that the jury 
had arrived at a verdict uae that they 
found the defendant not gui ty. 

Neither District Attorney Ridgway nor 
his assistant, Mr. Clark, wasin the court- 
room when the jury gave their verdict, 
and a NrEw-YORK TIMES revorter who 
called at their office was informed that 
both gentlemen had gone home for the day. 

The jury stood eleven to one for acquit- 
tal from the time they left their seats til] 
they rendered the verdict. 

It is believed now that the other indict- 
ed officials will share McKee’s good fortune 
aud either be tried and acquitted or have 
their indictments quashed. : 

One of the men who sat on the jury that 
acquitted Alderman McKee was John Fin- 
nerty. He isa maker of gas fixtures, and, 
when he works, is employed by the Birkett 
& Vosburgh Manufacturing Company at 
351 Jay Street, of which ex-State Senator 
James W. Birkettis principal. Mr. Birkett 
is oneof the largest of the St. Johnsland 
contractors, and has been a recipient of 
many fat jobs and contracts from the City 
of Brooklyn. 

Finnerty lives at 488 Warren Street, 
Brooklyn, and Alderman James McGarry 
lives just across the street at 491, and 
keeps a saloon near by at Warren and 
Nevins Streets. When a reporter called at 
Mr. Finnerty’s residence after the jury had 
rendered a verdict yesterday afternoon, 
Mrs. Finnerty answered the call of the re- 
porter, who asked if her husband was at 
home. 

“{No, Sir,” Mrs. Finnerty replied ; “I think 
you will find him at the liquor saloon up on 
the corner. He generaliy sits there.” 

** McGarry’s?” — the reporter. 

‘‘ Yes, Sir,” she replied. 

Then upon inquiry she told the reporter 
that her husband was a member of the 
Young Men’s Democratic Club at 156 
Nevins Street, of which Alderman Mc- 
Garry’s son is Secretary, and of which the 
Alderman is the controlling spirit. It was 
also learned that Mr. Finnerty had not 
worked for some time, but had spent a

BRITISH IRON-OLAD VIOTORIA LOST 
WITH 430 LIVES. 





IN COLLISION WITH THE CAMPERDOWN, 





The Huge Vessel Turned Over and Entombed 
Most of the Crew. 





VICE ADMIRAL TRYON A VICTIM. 





A Disaster During Mancuvres Off the 
Coast of Syria, in the Mediterranean— 
The Ram of the Camperdown Tore @ 
Huge Hole in the Victoria’s Side—The 
Stricken Vessel Sank so Quickly that 
the Compartment Doors Could Not Be 
Shut—The Camperdown Also Badly In- 
jured and Will Return Home—Five 
Bodies Only Thus Far Recovered—The 
Vessel Lying in 18 Fathoms of Water. 


LONDON, June 23.—A moat terrible cal- 
amity has befallen the British battle ship 
Victoria, flagship of the Mediterranean 
squadron, and about 430 lives have been 
lost. 

The Victoria, which flew the flag of Vice 
Admiral Sir George Tryon, K. C. B., waa 
run into Thursday afternoon off Tripoli, 
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lyn, whioh will reach here at 2:50 P. M. by the 
New-York Centra] Road. The same train will 
convey the Seventh back to New-York, leaving 
Roa Hook at 3:20 P. M. 

A distinguished party of United States Army 
officers from West Point came into camp this 
afternoon. They were Adjt. John M. Carson, 
Jr., Fifth Cavalry; Capt. William H. Miller, 
Post Quartermaster; Lieut. Samuel W. Dun- 
ning, Sixteenth Infantry, who with Lieut. 
Hardin, pow on duty here, enjoy the reputa- 
tion of being tho best tacticians in the army. 

In the blinding storm last night the wife of 
Private DeVoe of Company C fell overboard at 
the boat landing at the outer post, in water 7 
feet deep. Her husband immediately plunged 
in after her. Both, thoroughly soaked, were 
drawn ashore by Lieut. Pressinger and Private 
Turner of Company E. Extra clothing was fur- 
nished Mrs. De Voe by Mrs. Underwood, wife of 
Lieut. William J. Underwood of Capt. Lydeck- 
er’s company. 

The “Big Feur” of Company E invented 
this morning a company cheer, which has been 
adopted by the company. It is this: ‘‘ Rah!

HER BODY FOUND IN THE RIVER. 


Mrs. Giles of Astoria Wrote Two Farewell 
Notes and Then Drowned Herself. 





Lone Istanp O1Ty, June 23.—The body of 
Mrs. Hannah Giles, thirty-six years old, of 474 
Hamilton Street, Astoria, was found floating in 
the East River near the Astoria shore this 
afternoon. Mrs. Giles was the wife of Reuben 
Giles, Assistant Superintendent of Construc- 
tion at the East River Gas Company’s works in 
Astoria. She disappeared from her home on 
Monday afternoon, leaving w note bidding her 
husband good-by, signing it with her maiden 
name, Hannah Zumer. Tuesday her husband 
received a second note from her, again bidding 
him farewell, and signed Carrie Giles. The 
name Carrie puzzled her husband, as it was not 
hers. 

Their former home was in Chicago. Mr. Giles 
came on to take his present position in Jan- 
uary. Five weoks ago he sent for his wife. He 
thought his wife had grown homesick, and con- 
atrued her letters as indicating that she had re- 
turned to Chicago. When he idéntified her body 
to-night he could only account for his wife’s 
act on the ground of temporary insanity, sed 
by poor health. Hecould not explain the note 
found in her pocket, which read: 

LonG ISLAND Crry, June 19. 

Please pay the bearer, Mr. Reuben Giles, $400. 

The note bore no signature nor was it a/- 
dressed. He knew of no bank account nor pri- 
vate savings of his wife. 

Coroner Meiners thinks Giles has not told all 
he knowa about his wife’s disappearance, and 
will investigate the case. 


PUGILIST DORAN A MURDERER.

The Victoria had an enormous hole made 
in her side, through which the water 
poured in torrents. The immense hull of 
the Victoria at once began to settle, and 
before those on board of her could cast 
loose their small boats she went to the 
bottom, carrying down with her nearly all 
on board. Some of the officers and crew 
managed to get out of the suction caused 
by the sinking vessel, and were rescued.

The first authentic news or the disaster 
came from Rear Admiral Albert H. Mark- 
ham of the Trafalgar, the flagship of the 
Rear Admiral in the Mediterranean, who 
telegraphed to the Admiralty from Tripoli, 
Syria, as follows: 

“IT regret to report that while mancu- 
vring off Tripoli this afternoon the Victoria 
and Camperdown collided. The Victoria 
sank in fifteen minutesin eighteen fathoms 
of water. She lies bottom uppermost. The 
Camperdown’s ram struck the Victoria 
forward of the turret, on the starboard 
side. Twenty-one officers were drowned. 
Two hundred and fifty-five men were _ 
saved. The injury to the Camperdownit is 
not yet been fully ascertained, but has 
serious and will necessitate her. going in 
dock for repairs. I propose to send the 
survivors to Malta.” 

The collision occurred at 5 o'clock 
Thursday afternoon, aboutseven miles from 
Tripoli. The vessels were almost at right 
angles when the Victoria was struck. 
Those.on the Victoria’s deck at the moment 
of collision scrambled away and were res- 
cued by the boats from the Camperdown 
and several other vessels. The men below 
had no time to reach the deck. The sud- 
den heeling of the Victoria caused her to 
begin to fill immediately, and no escape 
was possible. She went down in eightceu 
fathoms of water. 

As soon as the officers of the Victoria 
saw that there was danger of their ship 
foundering, orders were given to close 
the collision bulkheads, in order to keep 
the water in the compartment into which 
the Camperdown had shoved her ram. 
The sailors tried to obey the order, but 
the ship was making water too fast to 
allow of the closing of the bulkheads, and 
while the men were still trying to shut 
them the vessel, with her immense guns 
and heavy top hamper, turned over and car- 
ried them down. : 

On board the vessel were 611 officers, 
seamen, and boys, and\107 marines, a total 
of 718. 

The principal officera were: Vice Ad- 
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miral—Sir George Tryon; Captain ~Mau- 
rice A. Bourke; Commander— —— Folli- 
come; Chaplain—the Rev, Samuel 8. O. 
‘Morris; Fleet Surgeon—Thomas Bolster; 
Fleet Paymaster—Valentine D. J. Rick- 
card; Fleet Engineer—Felix Foreman. 

A change had recently been made in the 
Commander attached to the Victoria, 
Charles L. Ottley having been detached 
and succeeded by Commander Follicome, 
who was saved, as were also Capt. Maurice 
A. Bourke and fifteen other officers. Among 
the latter is the Right Hon. Lord Richard 
Gillford, Vice Admiral Tryon’s Flag Lieu- 
tenant and eldest son and heir of the Earl 
of Clanwilliam. 

It is difficult to obtain the names of the 
men rescued, as they are aboard several 
vessels and so far all efforts have been 
devoted to recovering bodies. Soon 
after the collision five bodies were taken 
from the water, one of them the body of 
the Chief Paymaster. They were buried 
this evening with military honors at 
‘Tripoli. 

The Camperdown was severely damaged 
(forward in the collision. Temporary re- 
‘pairs will be made and she will then start 
for home. 

It is said here that several times the Vic- 
toria had shown signs of weakness in her 
steering gear. One theory is that on ac- 
count of this weakness she became unman- 
ageable and could not be got out of the 
Camperdown’s way. 

Lord George Hamilton says that without 
adoubt the Camperdown’s ram cut away 
the plating on the Victoria outside of sev- 
eral of her transverse bulkheads. Had this 
not been the case, the bulkheads could 
have been closed and the water kept in one 
or atthe most two compartments, and the 
vessel would still have floated. But with 
the plating torn off or cut away outside of 
severalof the bulkheads, the inflow of 
water would have been enormous and 
there would have been no time, even if it 
would have availed anything, to close the 
bulkheads. — 

He thought that with the plating torn 
off, the water must have entered the ship 
in asolid mass, and thus, entering on one 
side, caused the vessel to capsize almost 
immediately. The blow from the Camper- 
down must have been delivered slant- 
ingly to have done the damage he thought 
had been done. The damage would be all 
the greater toa ship with her bulkheads 
pierced. She would thus be worse off than 
a ship with no bulkheads. 

The Right Hon, Arthur Bower Forwood, 
a well-known shipowner, senior partner of 
the firm of Leech, Harrison & Forwood of 
Liverpool and Forwood Brothers & Co. of 
London, who was formerly Secretary to 
the Admiralty, said it was a wonder that 
such an accident had not occurred before. 
The Victoria had a longitudinal bulkhead 
running through her, besides a number 
running across-ship. She was thus divided 
into compartments on each side of the 
longitudinal bulkhead, without communi- 
cation between them. In his opinion what 
had occurred was this: The Camperdown 
had struck the Victoria a ripping blow, 
glancing along the side and opening out 
the plates above several of the compart- 
ments. The water was then admitted into 
a number of the compartments on one side 
of the ship, causing her to capsize by its 
great weight. The longitudinal bulkhead 
was a good thing in its way, Mr. Forwood 
said, but it did not serve to avert disaster. 
The immediate cause of the collision, he 
added, cannot now be exactly stated. The 
squadron appears to have been manmuv- 
ring, probably within a space of three 
miles, having a small area fer each vessel 
tomovein. A misreading of signals may 
have caused the accident. 





ENGLAND’S GREAT SORROW. 


Crowds About the Admiralty Office—An- 


nouncement by Mr. Gladstone. 


LonpDow, June 23.—As soon as the news of 
the disaster became known in London, the Duke 
of Edinburgh, who was lately promoted to the 
position of Admiral of the Fleet, visited the 
Adwiralty and conferred with the officials 
there. A meeting of the Admiralty Board was 
held, and atelegram of inatructions was sent 
to Rear Admiral Markham. 

The news of the calamity has caused the most 
intense excitement, not only among those who 
had relatives and friends on board the ill-fated 
ship, but amony all classes of the population. 
The Admiralty Office in Whitehall was besieged 
by relatives and friends of the officers and 
crew and throngs of people attracted by curi- 
osity. So dense was the throng in the vicinity 
that the Admiralty officials were compelled to 
summon the police to restrain the crowd. 

All official telegrams in regard to the loss of 
thefship will be sent at once to the Queen at 
Windsor Castico, As soon as her Majesty re- 
ceived Rear Admiral Markham’s dispatch, 
which was immediately forwarded to her, she 
gave orders for the postponement of the stato 
ball that was to have taken place at Bucking- 
ham Palace to-night. 

Mr. Gladstone was greatly shocked when he 
was informed of the sinking of the Victoria and 
the great loss of life that had attended the foun- 
dering of the vessel. The Prime Minister in- 
formed the House of Commons of the accident, 
aud paid a most glowing tribute to the worth of 
Vice Admiral Tryon, who, he said, was ene of 
the ablest and most esteemed officers in the 
service of her Majesty. Mr. Gladstone said that 
there were 611 officers, seamen, and boys and 
107 marines on board the ship. it was feared 
that of this total of 718 souls 430 had been lost. 
He was sure that the deepest sympathy of the 
House would be felt for the brave men who had 
found an early grave in the service of their 
country, and that it would be extended to their 
relatives and friends. 

The Right How. Lerd George Hamilton, for- 
meriy First Lord ef the Admiraity, indorsed 
everything that Mr. Gladstone had said and ex- 
pressed the deepest regret for the calamity that 
had befallen the country in the loss of so many 
brave officers and men. 

In the House of Lords, Earl Spencer, First 
Lerd of the Admiralty, referred to the disaster 
sn terms similar to those employed by Mr. Giad- 
stone in the House of Commons.

THE GREEK COAST. 


Mishap that Befell the Victoria in January 
of Last Year. 


J.onpDonN, June 23.—The Eastern Mediterranean 
has proved a most unfortunate cruising ground 
for the Victoria. In January of last year she 
ran aground off the Greek coast, near Platea, 
andehe was only floated off after an immense 
amount of labor and large expense. It was 
said that this accident was due to carelessness. 
A boat’s crew from the Victoria was sent to 
mark with a buoy a shoal, the existenos of which 
was known to the Victoria’s officers. The shoal 
is @ narrow one and extends out from the Greek 
shore. The boat's crew was inatructed to pro- 
ceed along the shoal from the shore until ten 
fathoms of water was reached and then to mark 
the spot with a buoy. 

When within a hundred yards of the end the 
boat got off the shoal and as the next sounding 
showed ten fathoms of water the buoy was an- 
chored. The Victoria then came along at a good 


rate of speed, at right angles to the shoal, to 
take a — for torsyedo practice and, pa 68 
ing well outside the buoy, struck the shoal and 
remaiped fast. The Hon. Maurice A. Bourke, 
Captain of the Vietoria, and a son of the late 
Ear! of Mayo, who is the youngest Post Captain 
in the British Navy, was held responsible for 
tne accident and was severely reprimanded by 
a court-martial. He was in command of the 
Victoria when she sank. 





FLAGS HALF-MAST AT THE FAIR. 


Bulletin of the Disaster Placed in Front of 
the Victoria’s Model. 


Cuicaco, June 23.—The most conspicuous 
naval exhibit in the Transportation Building is 
a model of the ill-fated warship Victoria It 
ocoupies @ commanding position in the main 
aisle, close to the elevator shaft, and for the 
special convenience of visitors a double stair- 
way, with brass railings, has been erected in 
front of the model. Everything is shown in de- 
sign and material, even tothe great torpedo net 
from stem to stern. 

When Themas Baker, Secretary of the Irish 
Committee and Superintendent of the [rish ex- 
hibitin the Transportation Building, was in- 
formed of the disaster he was greatly shocked. 
He immediately wrote out the following card, 
which was placeé in front of the model for the 
information of visitors: 

‘Total loss of the Victoria. The Victoria foundered 
yesterday off Tripoli with a loss of 400 lives, the re- 
aus ofa collision with her Majesty’s ship Camper- 

own.”

THE LOST BATTLE SHIP. 


Description of the Formidable War Vessel 
Which Britain Has Lost. 


The Victoria, a picture of which taken from 
the Scientisic American is given elsewhere, was 
one of the largest iron-clads in the British Navy. 
She was built at Elswick, on the River Tyne, 
by Bir William Armstrong, Mitchell & Co., and 
was launched April 9, 1888, in the presence of 
over 200,000 people who had gathered to see 
the monster take the water. 

She was a steel vessel of 10,470 tons displace- 
ment and 14,244 indicated horse power. She 
was 340 feet in length, 70 feet beam, 26 feet 9 
inches mean draught, and had a registered 
speed of 17.3 knots per hour, developed during 
epeed trials in June, 1888. She carried two 
110-ton 164-inch guns, one 29-ton 10-inch gun, 
twelve 5-ton 6-inch guns, twelve 6-pounder 
and ni 3-pounder quick-firling guns, all 
breechloading. The weight of the heaviest 
projectile thrown by her 110-ton guns was 
1,800 pounds, with a powder charge of 960 
pounds. The length of her largest guns was 
43 feet 8 inches. Her triple-expansion engines 
were built by Humphrey & Tennant of London. 

The Victoria was rated as a “ first-class battle 
ship.”’ She was protected by a belt of eighteen- 
inch compound armor, extending about half 
her total length and rising 2 feet 6 inches 
above the load waterline. She also had a cov- 
ering deck of steel, which extended from bow 
to stern, three inches thick. The turret was 
plated with armor 17 inches thick and 
contained the two 110-ton guns, which had a 
radial aro of fire from right ahead to 50 or 
60 degrees abaft the beam. Behind the turret 
was the bridge, connizg tower, and pilothouse. 
She carried a military mast of steel, which was 
in reality a derrick post for hoisting purposes. 
Her 29-ton gun was mounted aft. 

To the rear of the turret, on each side of the 
vessel, was a@ long, strongly-protected battery 
of six five-ton guns of six-inch calibre project- 
ing through protected porte. These batteries 
covered the entire broadside from the turret to 
the station of the twenty-nine-ton gun, whieh 
was used asa etern gun. The rapid-fire guns 
were mounted on the spar.deck and at the head 
of the steel mast, fore and aft. On each side 
four torpedo guns were mounted above water, 
while sea porte for four under-water torpedo 
tubes were provided, two on each broadside, 
She was also fitted with an elaborate torpedo- 
defense netting and with torpedo boats for 
service during action. 

The ship was commanded from the conning 
tower by means of electrical communication to 
all parts of the ship. She was lighted through- 
out by electricity and steered by hydraulic 
power. Her guns wore fired by electricity and 
manipulated by hydranlic jacks. From stem to 
stern the ship was thoroughly protected either 
by deck plates or by walle of heavy armor. 

The Victoria had twin screws of 16 feet diam- 
eter, each of them driven by triple-expansion 
engines. The cylinders of the engines were, re- 
spectively, forty-three-inch high pressure, six- 
ty-two-inch intermediate, and ninety-six inches 
low pressure, while the piston had a stroke of 
5l inches. The engines had a registered speed 
of 95 revolutions a minute. The Victoria had 
a coal storage of 1,200 tons, sufficient to propel 
the vessel at full pressure for 1,600 nautical 
mniles, or, at the more moderate speed of ten 
knots, for 7,000 miles. She had ample maga- 
zine storage room, but the most notable feature 
in her was that nearly all the manual labor 
necessary to manipulate her had been super- 
seded by hydraulic power. 

People who saw the beautifal and stately 
Blake, flagship of the British squadron, at the 
naval review, thought that she was a great 
ship, but she was of seconday importance when 
comparea with the Victoria, for, while the 
Blake was & large armored cruiser, the Victoria 
was a full-fledged battle ship, nearly 1,600 tons 
largem, then the Blake. She bore about the 
same Yelation to the Blake that our new battle 
ships Indiana and Oregon de to the armored 
cruiser New-York. Indeed, the Victoria was of 
about the same dimensions as the Indiana, but 
the latter being of a newer design is a more 
formidable craft than the English ship, whieh 
had her sister in the Sanspareil. 

The Camperdown is also a first-class twin- 
screw battie ship. She is of 10,600 tons and 
11,500 horee power and carries ten guns. She 
resembles the Charleston of the United States 
Navy in general appearance. 





VICE ADMIRAL TRYON’S CAREER. 


Man of Great Experience and Capacity 
as a Naval Officer. 


Viee Admiral Sir George Tryon of the Victoria 
was Commander in Chief of the British forces in 
the Mediterranean. He was known almost as 
well in the American Navy as in the British 
Navy. Of late he was regarded as the best fight- 
ing flag officer possessed by England. 

Atthe time of the extended British naval 
manceuvres of 1889 he commanded one of the 
opposing flecte. He was ordered to demon- 
atrate against the various ports of the British 
Isles. He conducted hie work so ekilifuilly as to 
prove every Admiral arrayed against him his 
inferior. He used the armored cruiser Warspite 
as his flagship. In this ship, and accompanied 
by several consorts, he penetrated as far inland 
as Newoastie-on-Tyne. He even managed to 
land maval brigades in the vicinity of Scottish 
ports. His rapid movements and ceaseless en- 
ergy were a constant theme of admiration 
among naval oritics. 

Itis not saying teo much to declare that 
Tryon came out of the 1889 naval mancuvres 
the acknowledged best fiag officer in the British 
Navy. To such au extent did his results dis- 
parage his opponents that several of them were 
regarded for atime as under the serious dis-

Admiral On was a man of vast experience, 
his service beginning in the days before steam 
was a prominent feature in naval architecture, 
and running through aliof the various phases 
of development that were marked by the sub- 
stitusion of steam for sail power, of iron for 
wooden hulls, of steel for iron, of turrets for 
broadsides, and of armor for thin sheathing. 

His name first appears on the naval list away 
back in the days of the Crimean war, when he 
served in the naval brigade before Sebastopol 
inthe Winter of 1553-4 in the trenches, where 
he was wounded. He was present at allof the 
operations before Sebastopo) and at the capture 
ot Kinburn. He received medals for distinction 
and was specially mentioned in dispatches for 
services as director of transports during the 
Abyssinian war in 1568. 

@ was private secretary to the First Lord of 
the Admiralty from 1871 to 1874, received vari- 
ous orders of knighthood, and received approval 
of the Government for the manner in which he 
discharged his duties on the coast of Tunis and 
in the Commission of [nquiry in 1881. He be- 
came Acting Permanent Secretary to the Ad- 
miralty in 1882 and Permanent Secretary in 
the following year. In 1884 he became Com- 
mander in Chief on the Australian station, and 
after a brief attempt at a Parliamentary career 
was made Admiral Superintendent of Naval Re- 
serves in 1&88. 





SOME PARALLEL DISASTERS. 


History of the Navies of the World Abound 
in Records of Lost Ships. 


The history of the navies of the world, and 
particularly those chapters relating to the navy 
of Great Britain, abounds in records of disas- 
ters, attended with great losses of life. 

Asearly as 1703 it is recorded that three 
British men-of-war were lost. The York, with 
70 guns, went down off Harwich and all 
on board perished save 4; the Newoastle, 60 
guns, went down off Spithead with 193 men, 
and the Reserve, 60 gune, sank off Yarmouth, 
Nov. 26, carrying down 173 men. 

In 1744 the frigate Victory, one of the finest 
ships of her day, carrying 100 guns, went down 
off the Island ef Alderney, and every soul 
perished. 

Three hundred and thirty officers and men 
went down with hie Majesty’s ship Pembroke, 
60 guns, near Porto Nuovo, April 13, 1749. 

Three years later, to a day, the British frig- 
ate Prince George, 80 guns, while on her 
way to Gibraltar, was burned in 48° north lati- 
tude, and 400 men perished. This was the most 
sensational marine disaster of the century. 

The fate of tne Prince George was still com- 
paratively fresh in mind when, Aug. 29, 1782, 
the Royal George, a man-of-war carrying 108 
guns, was lost off Spithead. Six hundred per- 
ished. The vessel lay keeled over in order to 
effect repairs on a p!pe, when suddenly a gust 
of wind washed the sea into her ports and 
hatches andin a few minutes she went down. 
Rear Admiral Kempenfeldt, tocether with the 
entire crew, Many marines, women, and Jews, 
were drowned. In May, 1817, the diving bell 
Was employed in a survey of the wreck as it 
lay embedded at the bottom, and twenty years 
later, under the superintendence ef Sir Charles 
Pasley, portions of the cargo were removed. 

La Tribune,a French man-of-war, carrying 


36 guns, was lost off Halifax Nov. 16, 1797, 
and 300 men perished. 

Two years later, Oct. 9,1799, his Majesty’s 
ship Lutine, carrying 32 guns, was wrecked 
off Viieland, om the Holland ooast, and only 
one man was saved. lic died before reach- 
ing England. The Lutine was a French a 
captured by Admiral Duncan of the Britis 
fleet. The wreok lay imbedded in the sand for 
fifty-eight years. At the expiration of that 
time a Dutch salvage company recovered 
£09,893, The remainder of the specie, amount- 
ing to £1,175,000, was never recovered. 

ov. 5 of the same year the British cruiser 
Sceptre, 64 guns, Was wrecked in Table Bay, on 
the Cape of Good Hope, and 201 members of 
the crew perished. 

The closing years of the eighteenth century 
and the opening years of the nineteenth appear 
to have been disastrous for the ships of the Brit- 
ish service. Heside the losses already men- 
tioned, the Queen Charlotte, a firat-rate ship of 
the line, 110 guns, the flagship of Lord Keith, 
then commanding the Mediterranean squadron, 
was burned off Leghorn March 17, 1800, and 
673 persons perished out of a crew of 850. 

The Ajax, 74 guns, was also loat by fire Feb. 
14, 1807, while off the Island of Tenedos. Two 
hundred and fifty men perished. 

Dee. 22, 1810, his Majesty's ship Minotaur, 
74 guns, was wrecked off the Dutch coast, and 
360 lives were lost. 

On the same spot, eleven years before, the 
British ship Nassau, 64 guns, went down with 
100 men. 

On Christmas Eve, 1811, there occurred one 
of the worst catastrophes recorded in naval 
history. The St. George, 98 guns; the Defense, 
r 74 guns, and the Hero, 60 guns, all of the Brit- 
ish Nevy, were cruising off the Jutland coast, 
with Admiral Reynolds in command. A storm 
arose, and all three vessels stranded. Two 
thousand officers and men perished, only eigh- 
teen escaping. 

Her Majesty's ship Avenger, a steam frigate, 
was lost on the north coast of Africa, and all 
the officers and crew, numbering 200, porished, 
Dee. 20, 1847. 

The loss of the British troopship Birkenhead 
is still remembered by the older generation. 
She was an iron paddlewheeler of 556 horse 

ower, bound from Queenstown to the Cape of 

ood Hope, with several detachments ef Brit- 
ish troops. She left Queenstown Jan. 7, 1852, 
and on Feb. 26 she struck the point of a sub- 
merged pinnacie rock and tore her bottom out. 
Out of 638 persons only 184 were saved. 

Another disaster to one of the finest of her 
Mogessy's ships occurred on the night of Sept. 
7, 1870, when the iron-clad Captain sank in a 
squall off Finisterre. Her Captain, Hugh Bur- 
goyne, and Capt. Cowper Coles, her designer, 
together with 472 seamen, composing the “‘ élite 
of the service,” perished. Only eighteen were 
saved. The investigation which followed this 
misbap revealed that the vessel capsized in a 
equall and went down in three minutes.. The 
official report attributed her destruction to 
**too low freeboard, heavy top-weight, masts, 
and hurricane deck.” The Captain cost £440,-

The United States Navy has been compara- 
tively free from disasters involving great less 
of life, the loss of the Huron being the most 
serious of recent years. The disaster occurred 
Nov. 24,1877. The vessel was on her way 
from Hampton Roads to Cuba to determine the 
latitude and longitude of the island, regarding 
which some dispute had arisen. When about 
seventy-five miles from Cape Henry, and in the 
neighborhood of Oregon Inlet, North Carolina, 
she was struck by a terrificstorm and quickly 
went to pieces. One hundred and four lives 
were lost. The Huron was a stanch and well- 
built vessel, but could not withstand the force of 
that memorable storm. 

March 24, 1878, another British ship was 
lost, the Eurydice, a training vessel. She was 
returning home from the Bermudas when she 
foundered in a squall off Dunrose Headlané, 
Isle of Wight. er Captain, 0. 8 Hare, to- 

ether with Lieut. Tabor and 300 men, was 

In the following August the wreck was 
raised and taken to Portemouth. 

May 31, 1878, the German ship of war Grosser 
Kurfiirst was lost. This vessei was one of a 
squadron of three ships bound from Wilhelms- 
hafen to Gibraltar. When midway between 
Folkestone and Calais the Grosser Karfiiret 

orted her heim to avoid a bark. The Kinig 

ijhelm pulled hard aport at the same instant, 
and the two collided. The Kurfiirat was struck 
with the Wilhelm’s con 4 = just forward of 
the mizzenmast and sank immediately in fifteen 
fathoms. Out of hercomplement of 500 men 
ony 23 efficers and 160 seamen were rescued. 
er Majesty's ship. Vanguard, a double screw 
iron-clad that cost the British Government 
£350,000, was struck in a similar manner off 
the Wicklow coast after colliding with the [ron 
Duke Sept. 1, 1875. As this accident, like that 
which befell the Grosser Kurfiirst. resembles 
the accident to the Victoria, the findings of the 
court-martial are interesting. 

It was found: Firat, that the squadron, of 
which the Vanguard was one, was going at too 
great a speed; second, that Capt. Dawkins, her 
commander, had left the deck before an ordered 
evolution was performed; third, that the speed 
of the Vanguard had been injudiciously re- 
duoed; fourth, that the Iron Duke was improp- 
erly handled and lacked an adequate signal 
system. Capt. Dawkins was reprimanded and 
dismissed. 

Her Majesty’s ship Dotere], 6 guns, Capt. 
Richard Evans, was destroyed by an explosion 
in the Straitof Magellan April 26, 1881, and 
out of 150 on board 143 perished. 

The disaster inthe harbor of Apia, Samoa, 
Mareh 16, 1889, ie still fresh in mind. Six war 
vessels were lort, three of them belonging to 
the United States Navy and three to the Ger- 
man Navy. The Vandalia, Nipsic, and Trenton 
were the American ships, and the Eber, Adler, 
and Olga were the German ships. One hundred 
and forty-five lives were lost. 

The British torpedo cruiser Serpent was lost 
off the coast of Spain Nov. 11, 1890. The dis- 
aster occurred at a point twenty miles north of 
Cape Finisterre. A violent storm occurred and 
the vessel went on the rocks, Thete were 276 

reons aboard, of whom only three were saved. 

he Serpent was one of the best of the British 
cruisers. She was making her maiden trip 
when the disaster occurred.

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SAYS SHE WAS BRUTALLY BEATEN. 
Mrs. Victor’s Story of Sewing Machine 
Agent Rein’s Cruelty—He Denies It. 


Cries of “Murder!” “Police!” “Thief!” 
in a woman’s voice rang out through the open 
windows of the three-story tenement house at 
39 East Broadway scon after noon yesterday. 

Somebody ran to the Madison Street Police 
Station for a policeman, and soon several 
entered the house and hurried to the third 
floor, whence the cries had come. There on 
the floor, bruised and bleeding, they found Mrs. 
Annie Victor, orying and moaning. She told 
the officers that George Rein, an agent for a 
sewing machine company, had assaulted her 
with an umbrella and knocked her down. 

Rein was arrested and taken to the Madison 
Street Station, where he said that he was thirty- 
one years of age and lived at 313 East Seventy- 
third Street. He said that Mrs. Victor had 
attacked him when he called at her house to 
collect $5 due him on a sewing machine. He 
Was taken to the Essex Market Police Station, 
where he was held in $300 for trial. 

The police of the Madison Street Station say 
that the affair was of trivial nature, and that 
Mrs. Victor lost in the battle nothing more than 
a small piece of epidermis from her nose. 

When a reporter of THe New-Yoru TIMES 
called last evening at Mrs. Victor's home he 
heard a story which differed very much from 
this and which seemed to make the case one of 
a very gravo kind. 

Mrs. Victor was lying onasofa. In the room 
were her husband, several neighbors and 
Ttriends, and Dr. G. Wolf of 142 Henry Street. 
Mrs. Victor’s head and face were almost cov- 
ered with bandages. Her nose was covered 
with a great piece of courtplaster, and she said 
she was suffering great pain in her body and 
arms. She still wore some of the clothing she 
had on ip the afternoon, and it was literally 
soaked with blood. 

Dr. Wolf said: ‘‘Mrs. Victor is very badly 
hurt. She was beaten about the head, and [ 
fear concussion of the brain. To make matters 
more serious, she will soon give birth to & 
onild.”’ 

Mrs. Victor said that she had bought a sew- 
ing machine from the company Kein represent- 
ed and was paying ferit on installments. She 
was wlone when Rein camein. He told her the 
agentto whom she had paid money had run 
away with it When she showed him her re- 
— he took them and started away with them. 

Bhe seized him and told him he must not go 
with the receipts. When she would not let go, 
he beat her and finally knooked her down. 


OCEAN REOORDS NOT LOWERED. 


The Paris and Campania Sighted Last 
Night Off Fire Island. 





The American liner Paris, which holds the 
ocean speed record, and her rival, the Cam- 
pania, the new leviathan of the Cunard Line, 
were both sighted last night, but neither of the 
racers brought the lightship abeam in time to 
lower the record. 

The Paris was the first toshow herself to the 
observers at Fire Island. Her signal lights 
were shown at 9:43 P.M. One hour later the 
Campania brought Fire Island abeam. Allow- 
ing one hour and thirty minutes for her run to 
the lightship, her time from Queenstown will 
be 5 days 16 hoursand 14 minutes. The record 
is held by the Paris, which covered her route in 
5 days 14 hours and 24 minutes, 

The Paris is now on the Southampton route, 
and consequently has a much longer distance 
to traverse. The record between this pert and 
Southampton is held by the Fiiret Bismarck of 
the Hamburg-American Packet Company. The 
time of the Paris on this trip is 6 days 15 hours, 
which is more than four hours behind the 
record time.

Abraham Steers, the Lumber Merchant, 
Offers a Satisfactory Plan of Settlement. 


Abraham Steers, one of the best known lum- 
ber merchants in the city, and formerly Presi- 
dent of the Lumber Association, is temporarily 
embarrassed. His embarrassment is attributed 
to the financial stringency. He has ample assets, 
but has been unable to get further accommoda- 
tions.

PHILADELPHIA, June 23.—The future of the 
Reading Railroad Company ocoupied the at- 
tention of the financial community to-day, but 
no information as to what course wili be adopt- 

d could be obtained from any reliable source. 
The receivers held a long session, during which 
the situation in all its bearings was thoroughly 
discussed, put the result of their deliberations 
Was not made public. 

The Reading will have to provide for $1,500- 
000 interest on July 1, nearly $900,000 of 
which is due to holders of the general a ‘tgage 
bonds. On the same date its three-million-dol- 
lar indebtedness to Speyor & Co. will fall due 


The latter loan is secured by $5,340,000 collat- 
eral trust bonds, $1,000,000 third preference 
bonds, and $200,000 Philadelphia, Harrisburg 
and Pittsburg bonds, 

Fallure to meet the je pone at maturity 
would result in tae loss of these collaterals, but 
as they have depreciated greatly in value, it is 
not unlikely that the Speyers will concent to 
some ye ar for an extension of the,loan. 

The impression has been eves tor bome 
time that the eompany will be unable to meet 
the general mortgage interest, and it is possible 
that an arrangement will be made with Drexel 
& Co. to purchase the coupons, as was done re- 
cently when interest was due upon the consoli- 
dated mortgage bonds. 

The rumor most frequently repeated to-day 
was that some of the preference income bond- 
holders would apply to the courts for an injunc- 
tion restraining the receivers from paying over 
tothe Lehigh Valley Company the rental with 
whioh to pay the dividend due July 15 upon the 
Lehigh Valley stock.

A new movement, and one which promises to 
attract much attention from real estate men, 
was yesterday made public. This is the estab, 
ishment of an up-town real estate. exchange 
and auction room. 

The matter has been quietly canvassed for 
some time past among up-town brokers, especial- 
ly among those dealing in suburban property, 
and sufficient backing was found to warrant 
beginning the enterprise. A corporation has 
been formed to manage the thing with a capita, 
of $25,000, and a place has been secured and is 
now being fitted up to transact business in. 

Next Saturday at9 A. M. the new Exobange 
Will be opened without special ceremony, and 
real estate men and the public generally will be 
invited to avail themselves of the now facilitier, 

The new Exchange will be at 50, 52, and 54 
East Forty-lirat Street, adjoining the Murray 
Hill Hotel A large open court, 50 feet by 60, 
has been secured and roofed over with glass 
and iron. It ie reached from tho street by a 
wide hallway. The entrance at present is dis- 
figured somewhat by some old rookeries, but 
in afew weeks, when the leases of them expire, 
they will be removed and a more fitting portal 
made. The lease of the property is for five 
years, and $12,000 bas slready been spent in 
iitting it up. 

In the open eourt alluded to, thirty desks have 
deen placed and a large auction stand has been 
erected. As the Exchange is intended primarily 
for suburban real estate dealings, each of the 
land companies will have its own sign and 
desk for ite representative. There will also be 
@ large bulletin board for convenience in dis- 
playing maps and announcements. 

Adjoining the court or ealesroom is & room 
25 by 65 forthe use of builders, building-ma- 
terial men, and architects. ‘There will also bea 
bureau of information for the use of investors 
in realty and mortgages, and a register will be 
kept for the selling, renting, and exchanging of 


property. 

The Exchange will be kept open every week 
day from 9 A. M. to 9 P. M., and the intention is 
to bave an auction sale regularly every Saturday 


afternoon. Sales will also be had evonings as 
goon as they oan be arranged for. 

This matter of holding evening sales is, in 
fact, one of the notable points about the new 
venture which the projectors think will add 
largely to its success. Investors in suburban 
property are frequentiy persons of limited 
means, who, by reason of their vocations, ure 
unable to spare the time to attend day sales of 
lots. For them the evening sales will bo a great 
convenience. The iocation of the new ex- 
ehange, near the Grand Central Station, will 
also, it is believed, draw purchasers living on 
the lines of the railways which centre there. 
An innovation will be in the shape of a regula- 
tien preventing more than one auction sale 
going on atatime. There is to be no charge, 
except a fee for each sale and the rent of stunds 
and for signs. 

Mr. Oscar C. Selbach, who has been chosen as 
General Manager of the new Exchange, said 
yesterday that the work of fitting up the place 
would be pushed so as to have everything in 
readiness for the opening next Saturday. 
Twenty brokers, auctioneers, or managers of 
pompanies doing business up town have alroady 
agreed to take stands, he added, and the enter- 
prise gave great promies of success. 

This Exchange will give a third real estate 
salesroom to this city. Only afew years age 
there was but ono, that at 111 Broadway, where 
all publiceales were held.

The defeat of the Constitutional Conven- 
tion bill in the Connecticut House of Rep- 
resentatives was expected, and it is not at 
all certain thatit will not help the cause 
of constitutional reform in the end, The 
Democratic Senate passed the bill, every 
Republican voting against it, and it was 
defeated in the Republican House by a 
strict party vote. This makes the issue 
sharp and clear between the parties, and 
asa considerable part of the Republicans 
of the State are known to be in favor of a 
convention, it is calculated to add to the 
Democratic strength at the next election. 
It may have the effect of giving the Demo- 
crats full control of the next Legislature 
in spite of the unequal representation, as it 
makes it clear that substantial constitu- 
tional reform cannot be had with Repub- 
lican assistance. The political fight in 
Connecticut next year is pretty sure to 
turn on the convention question. 

The battle ship Victoria of the British 
Mediterranean squadron was regarded as a 
“ perfect example of the modern war ship,” 
and yet when accidentally run into by the 
Camperdown, such a breach was made in her 
hull that she speedily capsized and sank bot- 
tom up carrying 21 officers and more than 
half her crew of 600 men tothe bottom of 
the sea. This seems to be suggestive of 
the vulnerability of the immense top-heavy 
floating war machines of modern navies, 
butin a hostile action it would be very 
difficult to give one of them such a fatal 
blow as the Victoria received by accident 
from one of her own consorts. In every 
case of the sinking of a great battle ship 
there is a terrible loss of life, and officers 
and crew are very apt to share the fate of 
the vessel. This has almost invariably 
been the case since “‘ brave KEMPENFELT 
went down” with the Royal George and 
**twice 300 men.” These armed monsters 
_ are not contrived for the safety of their 
men in such a contingency,

The scenes in the French Chamber of 
Deputies for the past two days have been 
such as to make ‘every intelligent French- 
mau hang his head in shame. The violent 
temper shown, the bullying and insulting 
language used, the utter want of respect for 
the body of which they are members and of 
self-respect betrayed by so many of tho 
Deputies, are bad enough, but even worse 
is the cowardice of the Ministry, which 
appears to be trembling at possible expos- 
ure of further corruption. 
using the wretched scandals already dis- 
covered solely to promote its own advan- 
tage and no party seeming to feel the ter- 
rible disgrace to the whole nation, the 
confidence of the rest of the world in the 
stability of the republican form of gov- 
ernment in France cannot but be weak- 
ened, We believe that that is really the 
only form of government possible for that 
country, but we wish it might be shown 
capable of doing far better than it has yet 
done. 





MANHATTAN, 


THE MAYOR AND 


Mayor GiLtroy has intimated pretty 
plainly that if the Manhattan Railway 
Company does not see fit to accept the 
terms offered to it for an extension of its 
privileges something will be done to break 
its monopoly in the rapid-transit business. 
This has been spoken of as a “ threat,” and 
Mr. RUSSELL SAGE has been disposed to 
think that the Mayor did not mean what 
he was reported to have said, if he really 
said it, and that in any case he could do 
nothing to harm the Manhattan, or to pre- 
ventit from doing about as it pleases in 
this city. 

But Mayor GILRoy may be safely taken 
as representing the city authorities in this 
matter, and the attitude of the city au- 
thorities is of great importance in any- 
thing pertaining to rapid transit. The 
course of events during the past two years 
has been a serious disappointment to the 
people of this city, and not the least of the 
causes of disappointment has been the ap- 
parent necessity of falling back upon an 
extension of the elevated railroad system 
as the only means of obtaining additional 
rapid-transit facilities. Two years ago 
last Winter the city authorities took the 
matter up with a good deal of earnestness, 
and Mayor GRANT appointed the Rapia- 
Transit Commission under the old law. It 
was the attitude of the authorities chiefly 
that secured the passage of the new act 
and the continuation of the same commis- 
sion with enlarged powers, and for two 
years everything went on hopefully. 

Rightly or wrongly, the turn which the 
matter took last Winter has been very 
commonly attributed to a change in the 
attitude of the city authorities, or of the 
power by which they are controlled. There 
has been a suspicion of some sort of al- 
liance between the Manhattan Company 
and Tammany which gave the former a 
great advantage in its effort to secure ad- 
ditional privileges and to escape the com- 
petition of a new rapid transit-system. 
However that may be, the field has been 
practically thrown open to the Mahattan 
Company since the failure to dispose of 
the franchise for an underground road, 
and it has been invited to occupy the 
ground, something which it could hardly 
have hoped for two years ago. 


The company has not met this opportuni- 
ty inavery liberal spirit. It has been 
disposed to assume that the city acknowl- 
edged dependence upon it for any addi- 
tional facilities for rapid transit and would 
come to whatever terms it might oifer. Its 
representatives have talked about “ busi- 
ness considerations” and have been in- 
clined to regard only the pecuniary advan- 
tages of the immediate future. They 
rejected the terms offered by the commis- 
sionin behalf of the city with evident 
confidence that they would be modified. 
They have been very materially modified, 
and made manifestly to the advantage of 
the company. Concession should be car- 
ried no further, and the company is not 
likely to reject the offer that has been 
made unless it believes that still more fa- 
vorable terms can be exacted. 

The Mayor is justified in taking a firm 
stand upon the commission’s latest pro- 
posals, and he is ina position to exerta 
powerful influence. The city authorities 
can probably bring the Manhattan Com- 
pany to terms, for they can, if they 
will, control the future of rapid transit. 
If the company sees fit to throw away the 
opportunity now presented, the present 
commission should go no further in dealing 
with it. The same ora new commission, 
with the whole power of the City Gov- 
ernment backing it, should start in afresh 
and prepare for a new system of rapid 
transit without considering any possible 
alternative but its success, They would 
have the support of the people and could 
bring capital to their support. Had the 
commission and the city authorities 
worked heartily together for genuine rapid 
transit last Winter there would have been 
no negotiating with Manhattan. 

RAN TARE Oe OR A ETT 
BROOKLYN TROLLEYS. 


Now that the railroad companies in 
Brooklyn are practically fastening the 
trolley system upon the people of that 
town beyond their power to resist, the 
managers ought to devote a part of the 
largely-increased profits to hiring men in- 
telligent enough to run them with ordinary 
prudence. The particular danger of the 
trolley car comes from its greater weight 
and the greater force with which it may be 
impelled. This requires that it should al- 
ways be kept under perfect control, that 
the speed should atno time be permitted 
to be so great that the car may not be 
stopped in a few feet, and that the utmost 
vigilance should be used with reference to 
all obstructions. The danger from the cars 
is also considerably inoreased by their 
greater height from the pavement, so that 
@ person getting on or off is much more 
easily thrown from his or her balance, and, 
in that case, fallsfurther than from a horse 
car. This again makes mounting or dis- 
mounting more risky on the side of the car 
furthest from the sidewalk.

in the most crowded and, therefore, most 


dangerous thoroughfares, such as Fulton 
Street between Flatbush Avenue and the 
bridge entrance, while the less frequented 
streets seom to be regarded by the “ driv- 
at liberty to give their heavy 
“spin” just for the fun and excitement. 
Not only are the cars often run at a speed 
that makes control uncertain and difficult, 
but, asa rule, they are not brought to a 
stop for male passengers to get cither on or 
off. Passengers of either sex are freely al- 
lowed to get off the open cars on the 
side of the other track, and the cars are 
constantly started before ladies or chil- 
dren are safely clear of the high steps. We 
know of no way of appealing to the compa- 
nies that is likely to have much effect, but 
if the Legislature should fix the precau- 
tions to be observed by them, and provide 
round damages for every case of injury 
where the companies could not show by 
affirmative proof that these had been com- 
plied with, the remedy would gradually 
work,

AFTER THE SHERMAN LAW? 


We find in the London Heonomist of June 
10 a very clear and comprehensive article 
on “The Currency Position in the United 
States.” It traces succinctly the operation 
of the Silver Purchase act of 1890 in in- 
creasing the outstanding demand notes of 
the Government, payable in gold, and in 
steadily promoting the outgo of the gold 
from which they must be paid, if required. 
It states the decrease in the Government 
gold reserve, and gives the figures, familiar 
to our readers, showing the falling off in 
the gold revenues, and the substitution in 
great part for these of silver, Treasury 
notes of 1890, and greenbacks. It points 
out the evidence of contraction of credit in 
the shrinking of the loans and discounts of 
the New-York banks, $21,000,000 from 
January 1 to June, and $55,000,000 within 
a year previous to June. 

The Economist then analyzes the paper 
currency in the Treasury and in circula- 
tion according to the figures of the Di- 
rector of the Mint in his last report with a 
view of showing that ‘‘ while there can be 
no question as to the evil effects of the 
Sherman act, and the desirability of its 
repeal, something more than that will 
have to be done if the currency of the 
United States is to be put upon a satisfac- 
tory basis.” It states, correctly, that the 
greenbacks and the silver certificates are 
definitely limited, while national bank 
issues, under present conditions, are un- 
profitable and tend todiminish. ‘‘ Conse- 
quently,” it says, ‘‘the only expansive ele- 
mentin the paper currency is supplied by 
the notes which the Treasury issues in 
payment of its purchases of silver. Merely 
to stop these purchases would, therefore, 
be to deprive the paper currency of all 
elasticity, and with a constantly-increas- 
ing population and trade this would 
inevitably lead to grave monetary difti- 
culties.” We venture to think that this 
reasoning is not altogether sound. We 
agree with its general conclusion, but 
the ‘‘ expansive” influence of the Sher- 
man law upon the currency is some- 
what obscure in its operation. It is true 
that it has added some $50,000,000 an- 
nually to the paper currency of the coun- 
try, but that has been in part offset by the 
exports of gold, which are acknowledged 
to be largely due to the issue of this paper 
under the conditions created by law. So 
far asthe figures of exports and imports 
go, the decrease in the stock of geldcoinin 
the country has been above 50 per cent. of 
the increase in the paper currency by the 
Treasury notes. The decrease in gold 
bullion and coin has been still large. In 
any case itis clear that the action of the 
law of 1890 is perfectly arbitrary; that the 
issue of notes has no relation to the re- 
quirements of trade; that it tends to pro- 
duce a counteracting contraction of in- 
definite extent and intensity, and that itin 
no sense provides an “elastic” element to 
the currency, since elasticity is the quality 
of shrinking as well as expanding accord- 
It is extremely 
important that any legislation which takes 
the place of the Sherman law shall not re- 
peat in whole or in part this remarkable 
complication of blunders, and that any 
provision for an “ elastic” currency shall 
be for one that is really elastic, and not 
one arbitrarily expanding and never ceas- 
ing to expand, much less ever contracting, 
when it is not legitimately required. 

Allthe evidence accessible, though it is 
not complete and does not justify a definite 
conclusion, tends to support the inference 
that this country can, over considerable 
periods, use safely a pretty steadily in- 
creasing amount of currency. That was 
the history of silver coinage under the act 
of 1878, the evil of that act being that the 
increase was arbitrary in amount, in- 
definite in time, and based on a metal of 
fluctuating value. The best and safest 
provision for the increase of the currency 
would be through bank notes issued on 
terms that would make them uniformly 
redeemable in money not liable to inflation 
itself, the notes being perfectly secured. 
But if silver is to be used for the basis of 
the currency it must be under conditions 
that would stop the issue when the silver 
was shown to be redundant, as would be 
shown should it flow in considerable quan- 
tities into the Treasury. In any circum- 
stances to pour into the currency an un- 
varying and continuous annual addition, 
whether of paper or silver, is only to invite 
confusion and loss and possible disaster. 





AN EXCESS ON THE WRONG SIDE. 

The latest number of the Treasury De- 
partment’s “Statistical Abstract” contains 
table which shows the annual revenue 


‘and expenditures of the United States for 


the last twenty years. In one column of 
this table is shown the “excess of revenue 
over payments,” and in this column the 
line of annual excesses is unbroken. In the 
next column, which has the headline “ ex- 
cess of payments over revenue,” there are 
no figures whatever, for in the last twenty 
years there has been no such excess. 

When the next number of the “ Statis- 
tical Abstract” is published, this column, 
thus fer blank, will have figures in it, for 





the expenditures of the present fiscal year, 
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which will end on the 30th inst., will ex- 
ceed the revenue. The following table 
shows the excess of revenue for the last 
six years:

Last year the income exceeded the outgo 
by a little less than $10,000,000; this year 
we turn the corner, and the excess is on 
the other side. 

Up to June 20 the revenue for the year 
amounted to $377,500,000 and the ex- 
penditures up to the same date were $386,- 
000,000, With only ten days of the year 
remaining there was a deficit of $8,500,000. 
There is no probability that this deficit 
will be overcome before the end of the 
month. 

The year’s revenue from customs will be 
about $204,000,000, a sum which shows an 
increase of $26,000,000 over the customs 
receipts of last year. The internal reve- 
nue taxes will yield about $160,000,000, 
and here is an increase of $6,000,000. But 
these additions are not enough to keep the 
Nation’s income above its expenditures. 

The chief cause of the change which has 
taken place is shown in the oflicial state- 
ment.of the pension payments. From 1872 
to 1879 the sum annually paid for pensions 
did not exceed $30,000,000. In 1891 ithad 
risen to$124,415,000. The regular appro- 
priation made last Winter was $166,531,- 
350, and the sum requiredin the coming 
year may be even $200,000,000. Fifteen 
years after the close of the late war there 
were 250,800 pensioners on theroll. Four 
years ago there were less than 500,000. 
Now there are 1,000,000, 
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ANOTHER TRAMP STEAMER. 


The Red Sea is not the only tramp steam 
er that is now on the way to this country 
with a load of immigrants who were not 
permitted to take passage on the steam- 
ships of any of the regular lines. The 
Red Sea took on her load of Russians and 
Poles at Bremen, and at last accounts her 
owners had not been able to obtain a re- 
sponsible firm in this city to represent 
them and to give the bonds which the im- 
migration authorities require. Another 
tramp steamer, bringing a load of Russians 
and Poles from Liverpool, will soon be due 
at Philadelphia. It appears that not even 
her name is known by the immigration 
officers at that port, although they have 
been able to obtain some interesting in- 
formation as to the experience of those 
who are on board. 

The Philadelphia Press says that these 
emigrants at first intended to go to the 
Argentine Republic, and that they could 
not obtain permission to land there. Then 
they attempted to take passage for this 
country from Liverpool, but were rejected 
by the regular steamship lines. Thereupon 
they went to Rotterdam, where they were 
again rejected. Returning to Liverpool 
they were accepted by the owners of a 
tramp steamer, and they are now on their 
way to Philadelphia, 

lt is a reasonable presumption that these 
are very objectionable immigrants, and it 
is probable that they come from the prov- 
inces now infected with cholera. It may 
be that, owing to the length of time that 
has passed since they left their homes, 
there is no probability that the disease 
can be introduced here by them, but the 
repeated rejection of them by the regular 
and responsible steamship companies at 
Rotterdam, as well as at Liverpool, indi- 
cates that they are objectionable for other 
reasons. These companies perceived that 
they might be required to take many of 
these emigrants back to Europe. 

It is probable that the owners and officers’ 
of neitherof these tramp steamers have 
complied with the provisions of our new 
immigration laws. The importation of such 
immigrants on tramp steamers, which are 
not from a sanitary point of view well 
fitted for passenger traffic, and against the 
owners of which our immigration laws can- 
not easily be enforced, should be made un- 
profitable by all measures that may law- 
fully be taken at our ports. Surely this 
country does not want immigrants who are 
80 Objectionable or dangerous that the es- 
tablished transatlantic steamship lines pos- 
itively refuse to carry them. The laws 
should be enforced in the case of these 
tramp steamers with all the severity that 
justice will permit.

THE FUTURE OF READING. 


The failure of the Reading plan, while of 
considerable significance, is not likely to 
have a very marked effect upon the prop- 
erty itself. With its great earning capacity 
and large assets,it should be able not 
only to take care of its current expenses 
and charges, but also to preserve its securi- 
ties from sacrifice and, perhaps, even to re- 
duce the amount of its floating indebted- 
ness. The main lesson to be learned from 
the failure has evidently not yet reached the 
stage of conviction with the management 
which thanks the pres¢ of this country 
and of London for its intelligent support. 
It is rather difficult to avoid the conclusion 
that these thanks are either insincere or un- 
deserved. Side by side with whatever en- 
couragement an independent press felt in 
duty bound to give to any constructive 
scheme for the safety of the company, 
stood the almost unanimous criticisms of 
the management for its failure to give the 
security holders the fullest possible infor- 
mation as to the past administration. 
The press, too, was outspoken in 
its disapproval of the strong  lean- 
ing which the management evidenced 
toward the policy and methods of 
its predecessor, and of its adoption of 
some of the most flagrant results of Mr. 
McLezop’s irregularities. The attempt to 
divert attention from this matter by loud 
and plentiful assertions of the necessities 
of the property was not successful. It is 
therefore not to be wondered at that the 
security holders should have hesitated to 
commit their fortunes irrevocably for 
seven years to men whom they had not 
elected and whose course met with the dis- 
approval of all enlightened and unselfish 
public opinion. The present administra- 
tion should carefully heed the vote of want 











| of confidence just recorded. The man- 
‘agers should either ‘reverse their policy 
and methods, attend to the business 

wants of the company in the usual 
mauner, and abandon all intention of 

intrenching themselves permanently in 
} the-contro!, or else make way for those 
who will direct the company more closely 
in touch and harmony with the security 
holders and the public at large. 

The Reading Railroad is too vast a prop- 
erty to permit of the disintegration of its 
body proper or the sacrifice of its neces- 
sary securities. Still, while the security 
holders need not be vainly alarmed by the 
failure of one means proposed for the os- 
tensible purpose of rehabilitating the com- 
pany’s finances, they should no longer hesi- 
tate to express themselves clearly, either 
individually or through properly-consti- 
tuted committees. An independent man- 
agement for Reading, untrammeled by 
outside affiliations and uncommitted to 
the errors of the past, would, no doubt, com- 
mahd all the needed assistance that was 
offered to the property for its own sake, 
and perhaps much more besides. 

The suggestions of Mr. Rice are suf- 
ficiently precise and constructive to in- 
dicate the course immediately necessary. 
While some plan for funding the floating 
debt may well deserve consideration at 
some later period and .after careful 
deliberation, it seems fairly evident that 
for the present nothing is necessary 
beyond strong, independent business man- 
agement, with such temporary aid as 
the friends of the property or, no doubt, the 
court itself will furnish, if the real neces- 
sity for it is made clear upon the facts. 








THE TONAWANDA STRIKE OVER. 


Locked-Out Lumber Shovers Will Return 
to Work Monday. 


Burra.o, N. Y., June 23.—The Tonawanda 
strike is over. The locked-out lumber shovers 
are to go to work next Monday. All day to-day 
@ settlement was expected, but it was 5:30 P. 
M. before the Lumber Shovers’ Protective 
Union in session at St. Louis Hall, Tonawanda, 
agreed to accept the proposition of President 
John Robinson of the Lumbermen’s Association. 

The Citizens’ Committee, composed of lead- 
ing business men, met with the union Thars- 
day night This morning at 9 o’clock they Lis- 
tened toa committee of union men and at 10 
o'clock wore received by the Lumbermen’s As- 
sociation. At3 o’clock this afternoon the Citi- 
zens’ Committee reported to the Lumber Shev- 
ers’ Union the proposition they had received 
from the lumbermen, and afteran hour anda 
half of conference it was accepted. 

President Robinson of the Lumbermen’s Ag- 
sociation made the following personal proposi- 
tion Wednesday morning: 

“TIT hereby make you the following proposition, 
namely: ThatI will obtain a contract trom the 
Lumbermen’s Association to unload all barges ar- 
riving here See this season of lake navigation at 
card rates,as published by the Lumbermen’s Asso. 
ciation, and employ so far as possible the men now 
Delonging to your organization on condition that 
they withdraw from your association and agree not 
to join any other labor organization during the term 
of my contract. 

“4% would, ef course, be my policy and intention 
to employ only such number of men as would be 
likely to find pretty nearly steady employment, and 
my endeavor woul be to give preference to the men 
of family or those owning homes in the village. 

**I further agree that I will open an oflice which 
will be large enough to acoommodate the men while 
waiting for their money or waiting for work, where 
I will) employ a competent clerk, who will collect 
money from barges for unloading and turn the same 
over to the foreman whom I may appoint over the 

angs. 

“a And I further agree that the men working in 
said gangs shalinot be charged anything for my 
services, clerk hire, or for malutenance of the office 
referred to.’’ 

Tho union men found much fault with it, but, 
as expected, finally accepted it, with slight 
modifications acceptable to both sides. To-mor- 
row the Poles from this city and probably the 
Hungarians from Pittsburg will be paid off 
and disebarged. 

Between te-morrow morping and Sunday 
afternoon the whole situation will change.

Mr. Dayton said to the correspondent of THE 
New-YORK TIMES that he would oall upon the 
President to-morrow at 11 o’clock and later 
would pay his respects to the Postmaster Gen- 
eral. 

He has brought with him the memoranda re- 
ferred toin Tur New-York Times this morn- 
ing, relating to the Postal Service of New-York 
City, and will submititto Mr. Bissell. He also 
has brought his bond, which is signed by some 
of the representative men of New-York. When 
asked for the names of his bondsmen, Mr. Day- 
ton said he thought it would be improper to 
make them public before the Postmaster Gen- 
eral had insvected them. 

“After I qualify,” said Mr. Dayton, when 
guestioned concerning his plans, “‘I shall de- 
yote myself to a careful study of the Post Otlice, 
its needs. and the character of the men who 
hold resvonsible positions under the Post- 
master. I havetold the clerks in my law oftice 
that they need not expect to see me in sixty or 
ninety days, for { shall not go near that officein 
that period. So far as they are concerned, I 
might just as well be in Lurope. 

“THe NEW-YORK TIMES this morning con- 
tained an accurate statement of the general 
plan I propose to adopt. So far asthe unclassi- 
tied places at my disposal are concerned,! do not 
hesitate to say that as soon as I can do go with- 
out injury to the service, I shall fill them with 
Democrats whom [ know to be trustworthy.” 

Mr. Dayton was introduced to a number of 
Government officials who chanced to be at the 
Shoreham to-night. Controller Eckels called 
upon him at 9 o’clock and they conversed for 
some time. 


MEMBERS DEFEND THE SPEAKER. 





Connecticut Legislators Charged with Fa- 
voring a Railroad Corporation. 


HARTFORD, Conn., June 23.—There was an 
exciting time in the House this morning, grow- 
ing out of the debate over the bill providing 
for the removal of the grade crossings in the 
City of Bridgeport, which passed the Senate 


yesterday. 

During the debate Representative Walsh of 
Bridgeport made some remarks respecting 
Representatives Rockwell of West Hartford 
and Clark of Haddam, reflecting on the report 
on the bill. Mr. Clark resented the imputation 
that he was influenced or controlled by the 
New-York, New-Haven and Hartford Railroad. 

Mr. Walsh expressed his personal regard for 
Mr. Clark, but said that he was convinced that 
the Railroad Committee had been made up in 
the interest of the New-York, New-Haven and 
Hartford Railroad. 

This reflection on the personal integrity of 
Speaker Brooks, who appointed the committes, 
proughta half dozen members to their feet in 
indignant protest, Speaker brooks pounding 
vigorously to preserve erder. Mr. Rockwell 
gained the floor and flatly dented that he was 
influenced by the railroad company. 

Mr. Healy of Windsor Locks moved to table 
the bill Mr. Wood, Republican leader, eb- 
jected, and the House was adjourned on a di- 
Yision—71 to 98—disclosing no quorum. 

The House placed itself squarely on record as 
against surface roads crossing steam railroads 
at grade by rejecting, on an adverse report 
from the Railroad Committee, the petition of 
the Hartford and Wethersfield Horse Railway 
Company for permission to cross the tracks of 
the New-York and New-Engiand Railroad at 
East Hartford at grade.

He made a personal application to Commodore 
Ramsay, Chief of the Navigation Bureau, to 
have the boat tewed around, but the Com- 
modore, being without any authority of law to 
do so, has been obliged to decline. 

He has offered, however, to cause one of the 
navy yard tugs to tow the vessel up the Hudson 
to Albany, but has told Capt. Andersen that he 
must himself provide for the further transporta- 
tion through the Erie Canal and the lakes.

WHEAT TIED UP BY THE COURT, 


An Order Which, If Enforced, Must Prove 
Injurious to the Trade. 





Sr. PAUL, Minn., June 23.—An order has been 
issued by the United States Circuit Courtsitting 
here which threatens to paralyze the grai 
trade. It is in the form of an injunction 
restraining the Lake Superior Elevator Com- 
pany and Union Improvement and Elevator 
Company of Duluth from delivering wheat on 
warehouse receipts issued to A. D. Thomson, 
the wheat for which came from the Northern 
Pacific Elevator Company, which recently went 
into the hands of a receiver. 

The injunction is a temporary one, and the 
hearing on the motion to,make it permanent 
will bo heard next Tuesday. The order ties up 
some 2,000,000 bushels of wheat, about 1,400,- 
000 bushels of which are held by A. D. Thomson 
of Duluth. The other receipts are held by 
Spencer Moore & Co. and the Van Dusen Har- 
rington Company of Minneapolis. 

The latter firms were included in the restrain- 
ing order, but the receipts were not declared 
irregular because they held them. Someof the 


Thomson receipts have been used as collateral 
and are held by various parties. 

There is much feoling in thé trade over the 
fact that it is possible for the court to thus tie 
up even temporarily such a quantity of grain 
upon application of the creditors of the North- 
ern Pacific Elevator Company and deatroy for 
the time being the negotinbility of the receipts. 
The holders here received the grain in good 
faith and paid money on it. 

Should the injunction be made permanent the 
result will be thata shipper will not be safe in 
making advances on wheat, receipts will not be 
readily negotiable, and the grain trade of the 
whole Northwest must suffer.

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ISLAND IN DISPUTE 


TWO STATES OLAIM JURISDIOTION 
OVER IT. 





Counsel for Getano de Lucia, Indicted for 
Perjury, Urges that It Comes Within 
New-Jersey’s Province—The District At- 
torney Declares It Is Within New-York’s 
~—The United States Supreme Court May 
Be Appealed to Before Getano’s Case Can 
Be Brought to Trial. 


Itislikely that the United States Su- 
preme Court will be called upon to settle 
the question as to whether New-York has 
jurisdiction over Ellis Island. The peint 
came up before Judge Benedict, in the 
United States Circuit Court,'yesterday in 
the case against Gaetano de Lucia, who 
was indicted for perjury in having sworn 
on April 9 that thirty-four immigrants who 
arrived with him on the ship Olympia were 
under contract to work for John Casey, a 
Rochester contractor. The alleged per- 
jury was committed on Ellis Island. 

Abram J. Rose, who represented the 
prisoner, demurred to the indictment on 
the ground that the United States Court 
for the Southern District of New-York had 
no jurisdiction to try the offense, which he 
claimed would come under the province of 
the New-Jersey court, having, as alleged, 
been committed on Ellis Island. The argu- 
ment on the demurrer was made yesterday, 
District Attorney Mitchell appearing for 
the Government. 

Mr. Rose urged that the Southern Dis- 
trict of New-York under the statute was 
bounded by the State boundary lines, so 
far as relate to the Hudson River, at the 
City of New-York. He said thatin 1800 
the Legislature of the State of New-York 
ceded to the United States jurisdiction 
over Ellis Island, sometimes called Oyster 
Island. This jurisdiction was subject, how- 
ever, tothe right onthe part of the State 
te serve its civil and criminal processes on 
Ellis Island. 

A dispute for many years before 1800 
and many years after existed between the 
State of New-York and the State of New- 
Jersey as to where the real boundary line 
of the Commonwealth was. In 1829 a suit 
was brought by the State of New-Jersey 
against the State of New-York in the Su- 
preme Court of the United States to settle 
this dispute. In that suit New-Jersey 
claimed that the true boundary line was 
the middle of the river and waters be- 
tween New-York and New-Jersey and that 
all that New-York had, if anything, was a 
title by adverse possession. é 

Before this suit was brought to trial the 
Legislatures appointed Commissioners to 
fix thisline. In 1833 they reported, and 
the lines they proposed, Mr. Rose said, 
were adopted. Under these maps_ the 
lawyer contended that Ellis Island was 
territoriaily within the limits of the State 
of New-Jersey. 

The District Attorney, in support of the 
indictment, claimed that the exceptions to 
the agreement left Ellis Isiand within the 
jurisdiction of the State of New-York. 

Mr. Rose said that if the Government’s 
attorney’s claim was held correct it would 
seem that New-York had jurisdiction over 
the water to high water-mark on the Jer- 
sey shore, while New-Jersey owned the 
land under the water up to the middle of 
the river and the United States owned 
Ellis Island, which is above the surface ot 
the water, and that part of the City of 
New-York under the Montgomery charter, 
which had never been modified by the 
consent of the city, was now in the State 
of New-Jersey. 

The question involved embraces one of 
voting, certain of the territory being in 
the First Assembly District, and other im- 
portant legal points. The matter will prob- 
ebly be brought to the attention of Gov. 
Werts and taken to the Supreme Court. 


BOODY SIGNED THE ORDINANCES 


Brooklyn’s Street Grabbers Now Own the 


Valuable Street-Car Franchises. 


Mayor Boody of Brooklyn yesterday 
aligned himself with the “cold thirteen” 
in the Board of Aldermen and signed the 
resolutions passed by those gentlemen last 
Monday, whereby valuable railroad fran- 
chises were given away for nothing, for 
which another company offered to pay 
$257,000. 

Mayor Boody’s action in signing the bills 
yesterday was a distinct surprise, When 
the ‘‘cold thirteen” voted the same fran- 
chises away two monthsago, the Mayor was 
generally supposed to have deferred to 
the popular clamor and been instru- 
mental in inducing the Aldermen to 
withdraw the bill before he took 
action upon it. He leaves Brooklyn 
to-day to attend the World’s Fair with a 
large party of Brooklynites, and is not ex- 
pected back for a week. Had he neglected 
to sign the bill within ten days after its 
passage, it would have become a law with- 
out his signature. Last Thursday the 
Mayor accorded a hearing to the various 
claimants, and William J. Gaynor, repre- 
senting the Union Street Railroad Com- 
pany, urged his offer. , 

Mayor Boody refused to discuss the mat- 
ter yesterday further than to admit, when 
asked, that he had signed the resolution. 


GARDEN CITY HAS A SENSATION, 


A Distinguished-Looking Resident Arrested 





on a Charge of Grand Larceny. 


LoxG ISLAND CITY, June 23.—alfrea H. Gar- 
diner, a distinguished-looking man, fifty years 
of age, was arrested to-night at 9 o’clock in 
Garden City, and brought here by Detective 
Kavanagh, who turned him over to the police 
of the Second Precinct. 

The arrest was made upona warrant issued 
by Judge Kavanagh, at the instance of Consta- 
ble Volk of Newark, N. J., who informed Dis- 
trict Attorney Fleming that Gardiner had been 
indicted in Newark for grand larceny. The ex- 
act nature of his offense cannot be learned to 
night, but itis reported that he is aceused of 
having embezzled a large sum of money from 
an india rubber manufactory of that city.

Pease, who testified to having seen Commis- 
sioner Malone receive the sum of $1,050, partiy 
in cash, and the remaiader in cheeks for li- 
eenses granted, at the meeting of the board 
held June 12. 

& MoClellan, City Treasurer, testified that 
Commissioner Malone had paid him the sum of 
$1,050, of which $400 was in cash and the re- 
mainder in checks, some of which are made 
payable to the Board of Excise, and that all the 
checks were dated June 12, the date upon 
whieh they were paid to the Commissioner. 

The case was adjourned to Monday. 





A Bank guit Compromised. 


Through an order signed by Judge Lacombe 
of the United States Circuit Court, a compro- 
mise has been effected in the case between the 
Ninth National Bank of Dallas, Texas, and the 
Park Bank of this city. The Texas bank, repre- 
sented by its receiver, Daniel C. Baxter, claimed 
that $274,107.60 had been made over to the 
Park Bank as a preferred creditor when the 
Ninth National was about to become insolvent. 
This action, it was claimed, was illegal. 

The Park Bank denied the claim, and said the 
bills receivable and other securities made over 
were security for a debt of $132,520.67. It 
also declared that much of the paper was val- 
ueless. 

A compromise was authorized by the 
court whereby the Park Bank agreed to re- 
turn all the seoyrities, reserving $30,634.45 
collected upon the paper, and stipulating for 
the paymentof $1,250 paid out as interest upon 
realty and ether items.

Under the decree of Judge McAdam of the 
Superior Court neither the father nor the moth- 
er can have the custody of the child separately. 
Bhe is to be brought up with strangers, where 
both parents may see her at any time. 

Marjorie is the three-year-old daughter of Mr. 
and Mra. Thomas L. Savin, whose domestic dif- 
ferences were aired in Judge MeAdam’s court 
Thursday and yesterday. When the case was 
concluded the Judge granted Mrs. Savin the 
separation she was suing for on the ground of 


cruelty and desertion. But he declined to give 
her the absolute control of the child. 

“T am going to take the ohild from both par 
ents,” said the Judge, in announcing the decis- 
ion, “and putit into some institution where 
the father can visit it when he chooses and 
where the mother may also visit it as often as 
she pleases. I willnot leave the child with the 
mother of this man, as I havo been requested, 
nor will I give it to the plaintiff. I will put the 
childin any place on which these people matu- 
ally agree, and there it shall be kept at the ex- 
pense of the husband.” 

The feature of yesterday’s hearing was the 
testimony of Mrs. Mary A. Walcott of Balti- 
more, a sister of the defendant. Mrs. Walcoti’s 
relation wasn’t develo until her cross-exam- 
ination was begun.

The Manhattan Company Wins Its Fight 
with John L, Stroub. 





After a long fight the Manhattan Elevated 
Railway Company has succeeded In looping the 
Third and Second Avenue tracks through One 
Hundred and Twenty-ninth Street. Their 
workmen did the job in a hurry Thursday night 
and yesterday morning.

Police Captain Brooks was appealed to by 
Etroub te stop the work, but he said he had no 
authority to interfere unless the peace was 
broken. Nobody broke the peace, so Mr. Stroub 
telephoned to his lawyer. The lawyer an- 
swered that the company had won its tight, so 
the workmen went ahead and had the loop fin- 
ished early yesterday.

FALLAOY OF CHEAP MONEY SHOWN 
BY SEORETARY MORTON. 


Injustice of the Sherman Act Exhibited by 
a Forcible Illustration—Wheat Growers’ 
Interests and Those of Mine Owners 
Contrasted—Inflated Prices Not Good for 
Men Who Live by Raising Crops—Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Interviewed by a 
Washington Reporter. 


WASHINGTON, June 23.—Seoretary of Agricul- 
ture Merton is a Western Democrat who is not 
afraid of Western demagogues nor of his own 
eonvictions. When he talke he habitually says 
something. This has come of a mental habit of 
independent thinking, and it does not suit a 
great many of his fellow-citizens in Nebraska, 
who mistake talk for thought. 

Mr. Morton has been talking freely with a 
reporter for the Star. it is his opinion that the 
Populist Party is disintegrating. The election 
of Mr, Cleveland, he says, means the condemna- 
tion of laws making artificial prices upon wool 
or metal, tin orsilver, a protest that the Gov- 
ernment should not be forced to be a buyer ora 
free coiner of silver, an appealto the average 
citizen, “who will not long follow the dis- 
graced demagogues discharged from the two 
national parties.”’ 

“Do yon think the advocates of the repoal of 
the Sherman law will have to accept a compro- 
mise?’’ asked the reporter. 

“I do not know about that,” answered Mr. 
Morton. ‘“‘I am a little uncertain as to just 
how Congress will stand on that question. I 
am hopeful of the repeal of the Sherman law, 
and think it may be repealed, though there is 
an element of doubt. I have no objection to 
the repeal of the 10 per cent. bank tax as a 
means of supplying the increased ourrency 
which it is claimed is needed. I am opposed to 
that tax chietily because it was levied under 
false pretenses and has no right to exist. 

“It is a prostitution of the taxing power, be- 
cause under the pretence of raising revenue it 
was never intended to raise revenue, bat to 
prevent the issuance of State bank currenoy. I 
do not think there is danger of wildeat bank- 
ing, for only that currency will circulate which 
is bared on sound security, unless itisin the 
locality where issued, and nowhere can it be 
forced into cireulation, for no State can give its 
currency a legal-tender quality. The National 
Government alone can make a currency a legal 
tender. Isee no objection to the repeal of the 
tax law as @ compromise with those who want 
more currency. 

* Under one condition the absolutely free 
coinage of silver. and gold alike might be 
agreed to as a compromise—that is, if they 
both were deprived of their legal-tender quai- 
ity. The stamp of the Government would then 
signify no more than merely that the coin was 
of a certain weight and tineness, and the people 
could take which coin they pleased, and refuse 
either if they did notlike it. The two sorts of 
coin would then be placed on their merits, 
and we could soon find out what the people 
wanted. 

“The bullion value of gold and its coin vaiue 
are the same. A twenty dollar gold piece is 
$20 worth of bullion. Yhe bullion value of s1)- 
ver ia $4 cents an ounce. The coin value is 
$1.29 per ounce. Twenty dollars in silver is 
worth 45 cents less per onnce as bullion than it 
isas coin. Toevery ounce there is 45 cents of 
fiat or fictitious vaine. Twenty silver dollars 
represent an actual value of a little more than 
Fiz. 

“ Without the legal-tender quality, deprived 
of the fiat element, silver would have to depend 
on the proper measure of eupply and demand 
for its value, and it is not diticult to judge 
which metal the people would want 80 long as 
the difference between the denomination value 
and the bullion value of the coin is 0 great. 

«‘I think the farmers are Leginning to realize 
that they are being required to exchange their 
products, produced at the cost of great labor, 
for a product costing much less labor, and pos- 
sessing, therefore, a less intrinsic value at the 
ratio of their exchange than their wheat and 
their corn. 

** Here is a proposition: 

“ What is silver! 

‘“‘An earth product dragged out by human 
effort. The Granite Mountain Mining Company 
produeed refined silverin theyear 1887, or 188, 
according to its report tothe Secretary of the 
Treasury, tothe amount of nearly 8,000,000 
ounces at a cost for refined silver of 12 
cente an ounce. The whole output cost that 
year in all $368,000. Coined at 412% grains to 
the dollar, it would make over $3,000,000 of 
legal tender, for over three million bushels of 
wheat, the labor cost of which is more than 
$300,000. 

“That is, by free coinage, under the law, 
$368,000 of mine labor is made and forced to 
an equality with $3,000,000 of farmfabor cost. 
By law this free-coined silver wili, when it rep- 
resentea only $36,800 of mine labor in Montana, 
be made exchangeable for $300,000 farm labor 
in Nebraska. Isa thisright! Will Nebraska and 
other farmers hurrah for this enormous swindle 
of their toil. 

“There is no advantage to the farmer or the 
laborer in a redundancy of cheap money. It 
raises the price of the farm products in cheap 
money, cutting off the export trade ana narrow- 
ing the market. With a fictitious price put upon 
wheat through the cheapness of the money with 
which it is purehased, the foreign purohaser 
cannot afford to deul with our farmers, but goes 
to India, Russia, or the Argentine for his wheat. 

“ The consequence of this is hard times here 
and the expors of gold from the country. As 
goon as our wheat gets down to a price where 
it can find purchasers abroad, as soon as we 
begin to sell to foreigm purchasers, the supply 
and the demand alone regulating the price, the 
gold begins to come back te us. The turn in 
the tide of gold noticeable within the past few 
days was due tothe sales of wheat which had 
been brought about by the necessity the hold- 
era were under to raise money.” 


Colorado Man Against the Sherman Act. 


OCuIcaGo, June 23.—James H. Platt of Colo- 
rado made a silver speech before the Bankers’ 
Congress to-day, pleading for free coinage. In 
the course of his address he denounced the 
Sherman act. He called it a “collection of mis- 
erable makeshifts and blunders.” Said he: 

“That iniquitous law was passed ina con- 
fused session. Iwasa member of thai Con- 
gress,and I state positively that when the 
question on the passage of the bill was put 
there were not more than six vetes ‘aye,’ and 
not one ‘no.’ I wish to say thatI know if the 
members of that House were aware of the pro- 
visions of the bill it would have been defeated 
by a two-third vote.” 

Mr. Platt said that $500,000 had been raised 
in England and was sent over here by a confl- 
dential agent for the purpose of securing the 
demonetization of silver. He said the agent re- 
ported thet he had spent that amount in the 
accomplishment of his object. Mr. Platt did 
not believe that the money was used to corrupt 
members of Congress. 


To Consider Question of Certificates. 


BALTIMORE, Md., June 23.—The Baltimore 
Clearing House will meet to-morrow to consider 
the question of issuing certificates. The call 
came from the Second National Bank and was 
indorsed by the Citizens’ Bank, the Farmers’ 
and Merchants, First National, and other strong 
banks. President Pratt of the Planters refused 
to sign. 

PoRTLaND, Oregon, June 23.—The Clearing 
House banks of Portland to-day resolved to 
pay no more certificates of deposit in advance 


of their maturity without requiring the usual 
legal notice. This action was taken as a meas- 
ure ef precaution for the careful husbanding of 
resources. 

There is quiet assurance of confidence in the 
financial situation at Portland. 








No Trust in Whisky, They Say. 

Curcaco, June 23.—The Whisky Trust has 
made answer to the information filed by At- 
torney Moloney, directed toward the disfran- 
chisement of the corporation. The defend- 
ant enters specific denials to each of the 
counts, and asserts that the real object of the 
prosecution is the settlement of disputes over 

rivate rights andthe reinstatement of certain 
ndividuale in the possession of properties 
which have been paid for by the trust— 
Measrs. Woolner, Schwabacher, and Francis of 
Peoria. 

Itis averred that the company manufactured 
only 70 per cent. of the liquor made in the 
United States, and is notin the nature of a 
trust because sufficient competition exists to 
make the market close and the prices are lower 
than they were ten years ago. A dismissal of 
the suit is asked.

STOOKS DULL AND HEAVY, WITH; 


LITTLE RALLYING POWER. 


High Rates for Money Cause Weakness in 
‘ Formign Exchange—Currency Still Going 
West—Trouble ir Califcrnis--More Clear- 
ing House Loan Certificates—The Lehigh 
Valley Dividend to be Paid—Sharp De- 
cline in Sugar—Baltimore and Ohio’s 
Earnings.

The stock market to-day was dull and 
heavy. The trading was at no time active, 
and the general list showed little rallying 
power. Brokers’ offices were, as a rule, 
bare of customers, and operations were 
confined to the scalping of board-room 
traders. 

The strength of the money market was 
the principal topic of discussion. Loans 
were made as. high as 20 per cent., but the 
average rate was probably about 15 per 
eent. As there are no deliveries on Satur- 
days, loans made to-day stand till Monday. 
The stiff rates for money brought about a 
decline in foreign exchange. Payments on 
account of July interest on Government 
tdonds were begun to-day at the Sub- 
Treasury. The shipments of currency to 
California were heavy, but the demand 
from otherparts of the country was very 
light. In.fact, Western banks are begin- 
ning to pay off their loans in this city. The 
suspension of half 1 dozen or more banks 
in the West was announced. The Clear-

NEW GUNS AND NEW POWDER. 


Order as to Artillery Practice Issued by 
Secretary Lamont. 


WASHINGTON, June 23.—An artillery officer of 
the army has reported to Secretary Lamont 
against the use in artillery practice of ante- 
deluvian weapons and old powder. 

The spirit of economy has led the War De- 
partment to compel the artillery troops to prac- 
tice with old-time smooth-bore guns, regardless 
of their impracticability. The officer, who is 
Majer J. I. Rodgers, First Artillery, points out 
that where batteries use antiquated weapons it 
is unjust to compare their work at practice with 
the firing of batteries which use modern weap- 
ons and new powder, as the results are observed 
generally and figure of merit given each man. 

Major Rodgers believes the present lack of 

uniformity in big guns is unjust to some of the 


artillerists. Secretary Lamont has accepted 
Major Rodgers’s view of the situation and to- 
morrow the following ciroular will be issued:

Father and son:shared the Aoners of the wit 
yess stand yesterday in the famous trial of 
Pollock vse. Pollock. 

Edward E. Pollock, the husband of Mrs. Ellen 
Pollock, plaintiff in the suit, was recalled at the 
opening of court for cross-examination. And 
an uncomfortable time he had of it trying to 
help out the case of his father, Alexander Per 
lock, from whom Mrs. Pollock wants $50,000 
damages for the alienation of Edward's affec- 


tions. 

Col. James, counsel for young Mr. Polloek’s 
wife, kept working the inguisiterial probe with 
a degree of vigor that frequently made the 
witness flush. 

“ Yesterday,” said Col. James, “in order to 
show that you,never eared for your wife any- 
way, and that your father had no hand in forcing 
you to desert her, you swore that you spent 
only twenty nights with her, in the One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-fifth Street flat, from the time 
of your marriage until you left her there two 
years later, didn’t you!” 

“T dia.” 

“ Here’s an extract from your testimeny is 
the South Dakota divorce case whieh you 
brought: ‘While in the One Hundred and Thir 
ty-fifth street flat I lived with her continually. 
Iwas there both day and night.’ Did you so 


testify?” 
Mr. Pollock grew embarrassed and evaded & 


direct answer, saying he must have been mis- 


taken. 
“Where? Here or in South Dakota 1” 


“In South Dakota.” 

**Was it you who told the hall boy of your 
father's apartments, 131 West Bixty-firet 
Street, that a crazy woman would oall there. 
and gave him instructions not to admit hert” 


“It was.” 

* And to whem did you refer?” 

“To my wife.” 

*“ Was she a crazy woman?!” 

“No, but——” 

“Never mind the‘ buts.’ Tell us abdeut the 
pecurrence when your wife was dragged out of 
the One Hundred and Thirty-first Street apart 
ment by two policemen under orders from your 
father. I refer to the event of Dec. 31, two 
weeks before your wife gave birth to your s6c- 


ond child.”’ 
“My mother came down to the office at 15 
“ytlandt Street, very much agitated, and said 
Sat woman was in her apartments, ang that 
she wanted her removed.

“Did your wife during your quarrels ever 
threaten you with bodily harm?!” asked Law- 
yer Thain, couneel tor Alexander Pollock, on the 
redirect examination. 

“She once flourished a pistol before my eyes 
and threatened to shoot me.” 

“When the plaintiff ~~ wu her child 
Annie on Dec. 20, 1890, to Mr. Salter op your 
behalf, did she do go willingly, and did she sign 
@ paper testifying to the surrender ?”’

“I had forgutten all abeut the incident until 
it came to me last night.” 

A little thing like having o loaded 
pisto] pushed in your face was sued a common- 
place happening that it slipped your mind 
entirely. i guess that’s a good enough explana- 
tion forthe jury. We'll let them page on it. 
don’t care to ask you any more questiona” 

** Alexander Pollock,” ealled Mr. Thain, and 
the defendant arose from his seat near the jury 
box and started for the witness chair. The 
courtroom was packed tothe doors with men 
and women, most of whom stood up uncom- 

lainingly during the entire day. When they 
Seana the defendant’se name called, the people 
traned their necks eagerly to catoh & glimpse 
af the man. They saw urather short, fat man, 
with a big red face, framed by a sparse growth 
of gray hair, parted inthe middle. He looked 
altogethor like a weil fed, good-natured sort of 
man, though his eyes had at times a hard set 
expression. Like his son, he was stylishiy 
dressed. 

Mrs. Pollock moved up beside her counsel 
as soon as her father-in-law took the stand, and 
during his entire examination she kept her 
@yos steadily tixed on the witness, to his evident 
embarrassment. 

The testimony of the plaintiff was compara- 
tively brief. He denied that he ever tried to 
separate his sop and Mrs. Ellen Pollock. He 
only saw ber four times after the marriage 
until the South Dakota divorcee proceeding. 

“ | firat learned of my son’s marriage over the 
telephone on July 26, 1890. I wasin my West 
Street place when I was told that a woman with 
a child, who said she was Eddie’s wife, wanted 
to see me in the Cortlandt Street office. I 
stopped on my way over for my lawyer, Mr. 
Balter. When lI got to Cortlandt Street she had 
gone. Eddie was there, and he told me the 
story of his marriage.”’ 

When he saw her afterward at the Hotel Royal 
and elsewhere she always demanded money, 
Mr. Pollock said. Hesaid hehadon asumber 
of occasions given money for the plaintitf 
through third parties, though his son hadswora 
to the contrary. 

On cross-examination the witness admitted 
that he had paid about $1,000 toward securing 
the Dakota divoroe for his son. 

After Mr. Pollock concluded. several other 
witnesses wore examined, and an adjournment 
was then taken until Monday at 11 o’cloek, 
Mr. Train asked that the jurors be instructed 
by the court not to read the newspapers in the 
meantime. 

“On the contrary, gentlemen,” responded 
Judge Pryor, facing the jury box, “I advise 
you to read the newspapers by all means. I 
feel certain that you are too intelligent to be 
influenced by what you read.”

NEW TYPES OF CANOES TO RACE. 


Something About the Light Craft to Sail 
in the Marine and Field Regatta. 


The annual regatta ofthe Marine and Field Clab 
of Bath Beach, which will be held to-day on Graves- 
end Bay, off the grounds of the club, is of unusual 
interest this year to the lovers of the sport. The list 
of entries includes all the best-known racing men of 
this city and ite vicinity, besides several from a dis- 
tance, The unusual interest, however, is due to the 
fact that many new boats are entered, several of 
which possess striking novelties of design or rig, 
and, as there have yet been no big regattas tnis year, 
they are all practically uutried. Today’s regatta 
will therefore alford the tirst opportunity for a cuom- 
parison of their merits. 

In the morning races the interest will be centred 
in the cruiser race, as all the buvats entered are new 
this year. Two types will be represented, the regu- 
lar Canoe yawl with straight bows and a new type 
caiied the “scarecrow” with long overhanging bow 
and stern. This type was designed last Winter by 
William P. Stephens, and met with favor at once. 
No lesa than fourteen boats of this model have been 
built this Spring, seven of which are owned ip this 
city and three of which are entered in this race. 
They areall 18 feet water line and 25 fevt over all, 
and carry heavy brass plate centreboards weighted 
with lead. Thoy carry a large sail area and are very 
fast. 

The most novel canoe entered is William Whit- 
lock’s Damosel. She was designed by Whitlock and 
built by Stevens of Lowell, Masa. She differs from 
ali other canoes in these watersin having two cena- 
terboards. The forward boardis a brass plate board 
weighing about thirty pone“ and is placed in the 
forward part of the cockpit. The after board weighs 
eixty pounds and is placed jun aftof the cockpit. 
It is of brass loaded with lead. The double center- 
board pian is not new us it wae tried in Lassie, de 
signed by C. B. Vaux in 1886, and was not found to 
give any pronounced advantage. Lassie’s boards 
were much lighter, however. 

Another new boatis William S. Elliott’s Truant, 
which will be sailed by C. B. Vanx. Truant was de- 
eigned and bailt by Ruggles at Charlotte, and has a 
bulb of babbitt metal weighing twenty-six poun.s 
attached to her brass-plate cenireboard. She is the 
first Ruggles boat to have a loaded board. Her bows 
are noticeably full 

A pores). in rig will be seen in the Bonnie, owned 
by E. R. Von Norahoff of the New- York Canoe Club. 

6 will sail her with a singie large mainsail of 165 
equare feet. He aiso uses a curved deck seat of 
novel design.

Ia either eve.t the 
race will be well worth seeing. 


Jubilee to be Launched To-day. 

Boston, June 23.—Preparations for the launching 
of the Jubilee, the Paine cup defender, at Lawley’s 
to-morrow morning were practically completed this 
evening, and the boat will go overboard, rain or 
shine. The hour set for the launching, 7:30, is an 
early one, but time and tide wait for no man, and 
the tide to-morrow morning is high at 7:55 o'clock 
by all the almanacs, coast pilots, aud nautical guides 
which can befound. There will be no secrecy in the 
launching, and it is probable that there will be 
quite a crowd of spectators in spite of the early 
hour.

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BRAVE POLICEMAN CRYSTAL 


RISKED HIS LIFE TO SAVE A 
WOMAN FROM DROWNING. 





Bridget Keyes, Her Mind Unsettled by Ill- 
ness, Was Determined to Kill Herself 
and Struggled Hard to Break Away from 
Her Rescuer, Who Plunged Into the 
North River After Her—He Pluckily 
Clung to Her, However, Until a Rope 
Was Dropped to Him. 


Policeman Thomas J. Crystal of the Prince 
Btreet Police Station yesterday morning again 
gave proof of his bravery. This time it was in 
Saving, at the risk of his own life, the nervous 
mother of a five-week-old baby, who tried to 
commit suicide by jumping into the North 
River. She fought her rescuer in the water, 
and at one time it looked as if both must 
drown. 

Policeman Crystal, in telling his story, sald: 

“At about 1:25 o’clock this morning I was at 
the corner of Canal and West Streets when I 
tawtwo women coming up West Street. One 
was middle-aged and stout, and the other was a 
girl of about eighteen, who was carrying a 
baby. 

“I thought it strange fortwo women with a 
baby to be about at that time of night, and 
stopped to watch their movements. They 
walked on, and I followed at some distance. 
They stopped at the bulkhead between Piers 
34 and 35. The girl seemed to be pleading with 
her companion, and then suddenly the stout 
woman made a rush toward the river and 
jumped in. 

**The girl screamed out, ‘My mether’s jumped 
overboard.’ I hurried up as fast as I could, in 
the meantime unbuttoning my coat and vest, 
and throwing them aside I jumped in after 
the woman. I could see her struggling in the 
water, as the rays from the electric light fell 
elearly upon her. A young man who stood on

the pier called out to me, ‘ Here, officer, catoh 
this rope.’ In his excitement he threw the en- 
tire rope after me, and of course it was useless, 
ae no one was holding the other end. I swam 
up tothe woman and seized her by the hair. 
The tide was running strong, and the woman 
struggled hard to get away from me. 

“Twiee my head went under water and I 
swallowed a quantity of the dirty salt water. 
It did not taste like seltzer lemonade, I can 
assure you. I managed to get the woman on 
her back, so that she should be able to breathe 
more easily, when suddenly the natural instinct 
of self-preservation overcame her desire to end 
her life, and she seized me by the foot, which 
she held in a tight grasp. 

“Twas beginning to feel weak and thoughts 
ef my wife and little ones at home came over 
me. For acouple of moments it seemed as if 
we would both go down. I made a desperate 
effort to free myself and suceeeded. The wo- 
man drifted away from me, and again I swam 
after her andcaught her, threatening and cheer- 
ing her by turns. She had again changed her 
mind and begged to be allowed to drown, as 
she was tired of life. 

“By this time we were being carried toward 
® number of canal boats and barges that were 
lying close together, and had we been carried 
among them it would probably have been fatal 
to us both, as there was no room to strike out 
in swimming there. 

“The young woman on the bulkhead kept up 
her screaming, and several persons came run- 
ning to see what was the matter. At that time 


‘we were under a cable that held a barge to the 
pier, but the barge was some distr rceoitf. A 

right young man on the pier pulled out a pocket 
knife and began sawing away at thecable with 
allhis might He sawed only a few seconds 
when the cable was cut through and it fell into 
the water, but the seconds seemed hours. The 
cable did not fall upon us any too soon. 

“I dragged the woman along with me toward 
the barge and ther hung on for some time and 
breathed easier. 

“Soon a boat, rowed by a man known as 
* Jim, the boatman,’ came up to our help, and [ 
seized the gunwale. ‘Jim’ held the woman 
while I got in, and then we tried to pull her in, 
but she was too heavy, and if we had tried 
harder the boat would have upset. Be we towed 
the woman to a sloop and got her on board. 
Here she gave her name as Bridget Keyes, 
thirty-nine years old, of 40 Beach Street, and 
when she was asked why she had tried to kill 
7h replied, ‘My husband is the cause of 
a ’ 

“We took her to Chambers Btreet Hospital, 
a6 no ambulance could be got from S8t. Vin- 
cent’s. Later she was transferred to Bellevue, 
where she is being taken care of The girl with 
her was her daughter, Annie. She said that 
about midnight her mother got up, dressed, and 
said she was going out to get some fresh air. 
Annie was afraid to let her mother go alone, so 
ehe took the baby and followed her. She begged 
her mother to return home, and when they came 
to where her mother jumped overboard she 
suggested that they go to her uncle’s house in 
Gensevoort Street. As she turned to walk 
away, thinking her mother would follow, the 
mother jumped overboard.” 

Policeman Crystal added that the woman was 
very nervous, and he thought that her mind 
had been somewhat unbalanced from the effects 
of her illmess and the heat. He had learned 
that the woman had not had any trouble with 
her husband, and that the wrongs of which she 
had complained had been conjured up by her 
imagination. 

Policeman Crystal has been ou the police 
force since April 1,1875, and hae already been 
rewarded for bravery with a diploma and medal 
by the Police Commissioners. 

Early in 1879 he arrested a burglar, Charles 
Arnold, alias Crosby, who had robbed the place 
at 133 Bowery. For this Arnold was sentenced 
to four years’ imprisonment, but on the way to 
Sing Sing he escaped, returned to this city, and 
resumed his vidtrade. On the night of April 
13 Crystal met Arnold in Houston Street oar- 
Trying a bundle onhisarm. He had just com- 
mitted another burglary. Arnold Sorepee the 
bundle and struck the policeman in the head 
‘witn a bricklayer’s hammer and started to run. 
The blow almost made Orystal unconscious, 
but he followed as wellashe could. Arnold 
tripped over a fire hydrant, and the next mo- 
ment Crystal was on top of him. 

The men had a desperate struggle, but Crys- 
tal subdued his man, and locked him up. 
Arnold was trief for the second burglary and 
for felonious assault. For the second burglary 
Judge Cowing gave Arnold ten years and five 
years for the assault. This, with his unex- 
pired term of four years, gave him altogether 
twenty years in State prison. Some time later 
Arnold, in making a desperate attempt to es- 
cape from the prison, was shot and killed. 

Crystal was made ward detective under the 
younger Capt. MoCullagh, but in the last shake- 
up in the Police Department he was detalied to 
patrol duty at the Prince Street Station.

WITH A MILITARY ESCORT. 


The Body of Mareschal d’Oliveira Started 
for France After a Simple Funeral. 


The funeral services of the late Mareschal 
Joaé Simeao d’Oliveira, who was the President 
of the Brazilian commission to the World's 
Fair, were held at the Hotel Savoy yesterday. 

The body lay in an oaken coffin in a room on 
the fifth floor. Atthe foot of the coffin wasa 
wreath of white roses from Mme. d’Oliveiraand 
across from Miss d’Oliveira, her nioce, was 
near by. 

In the room, about the coffin, were the widow, 
Miss d’Oliveira, Lieut. Alexandre Leal, attaché 
of the Brazilian World's Fair Commission; Dr. 
Mario de Mendonca, whe represented his father, 
Salv ador de Mendonoa, the Minister of Brazil 
to the United States; Capt. Cordejro de Gracga 
and Dr. Julio Brandao, World's Fair Commis- 
sioners, and Dr. de O astilho, Consul General of 
Brazilat New-York. 

Father Newey of the cathedral arrived at 9 
o'clock to conduct the servioss. They were 
very simple. Mme. d’Oliveira was much af- 
fected. 

The coffin was removed to the hoarse shortly- 
before 10 o’olock and the cortége proceeded to 
the cathedral. Neither Mme. d’Oliveira nor 
Miss d’Olive ira attended the cathedral ser- 
vices. 

In front of the Vanderbilt mansion four bat- 
teries of regulars were dra wn up; two coming 
from Fort Hamilton and two from Governors 
Island. They were commanded by Major W. H. 
Haskins. When the hearse stopped at the 
doors of the cathedral, the soldiers presented 
arms. 

For pall bearers there were eight non-com- 
missioned officers of the regular army from 
Bedlow’s Island. They carried the coffin on 
their shoulders up the aisle to the catafalque 
near the altar. Major Haskins brought in his 
four batteries after the mourners had entered, 
ant ther took seats in the rear of the cathe- 

ral. 

Among those present, besides those who were 
atthe Hotel Savoy, were Baron de Rio Branco 
and Gen. Argueira, Special Commissioners of 
Brazil at Washington; Dr. Migalhaes, A. 
Guimaraes, Brazilian Commissioner to the 
World’s Fair, and Dr. Cavalcanti, Secretary of 
the special commission. 

The solemn requiem mass was conducted by 
Father Newey as celebrant, assisted by Fathers 
Daly and Murphy. The music was rendered by 
the boys’ choir. 

After the services the regulars, headed by the 
band and followed by the hearse and six car- 
riages, proceeded down Fifth Avenue. Along 
the route people stopped and wondered who 
was being honored with a military runeral. 

At Washington Arch the soldiers disbanded. 
The coftin was taken to the down-town office of 
Undertaker A. L. Huyler, at 227 Bowery, where 
it was hermetically sealed in acopper box. 
The French Consul, Paul d’Abzac, was present 
and affixed his official seal to the lid. In the 
afternoon the coffim was put on board the 
steamship La Touraine. Mme. d’Oliveira, Miss 
he ~ pena and Lieut. Leal went on board last 
night. 

The body of Mareschal d’Oliveira will be 
taken to Havre and thence to Rio de Janeiro, 
via Bordeaux. 





SAY8 HE HAD TO PAY USURY. 


Cooper’s Charge Against the State 
Trust Company.

In the Superior Court, Chambers, yesterday, 
Judge McAdam heard argument on a motion to 
continue an injunction which he granted on 
June 14 restraining the State Trust Company 
of 50 Wall Street from disposing of stock of the 
Grand View Hotel, in Chicago, which the com- 
pany holds as security foraloan. The plaintiff 
is Andrew J. Cooper, who charges the trust 
company with usury. He charges that he was 
compelled to pay $25,000 on a loan of $125,000. 

Mr. Cooper testified that he wished te borrow 
$100,000 of the trust company and putup as 
collateral 5,000 shares of the Grand View Ho- 
teL Hesays he gave a six months’ promissory 
note for $125,000 and received two checks, one 
for $100,000 and the other for $25,000. Then, 
he says, he was compelled to indorse the twen- 
ty-five-thousand-doliar check and return it to 
the company through Ronald 8. McDonald, the 
company’s alleged agent. The note fell due on 
June 12 last and Mr. Cooper was unable to meet 
it. Then the company threatened to sell the 
shares deposited with it. 

Mr. Cooper thereupon brought suit against 
the truest company to have the note declared 
_— the company compelled to return the 
stook. 

The State Trust Company. through Mr. Stet- 
son of the tirm of Bangs, Stetson, Tracy & 
MacVeagh, denied the en ge of usury, alieging 
that Ronald 8. McDonald was not the com- 
pany’s agent. 

The loan, Mr. Cooper said, was made Deo. 13, 
1892, and was secured through W. B. Putney, 
who, he claimed, was the company’s lawyer. 
Avdrew J. Mills, President of the trust com- 
pany, made an affidavit that neither Putney 
nor McDonald is in the employ of the: com- 
pany. Messrs. Putney and McDonald made 
affidavits to the same effect. 

Mr. McDonald alleged that Mr. Cooper gave 
him the $25,000 in payment of debts which 
grew out of Cooper’s purchase of the Grand 
View Hotel. 

Judge McAdam reserved decision. 





IN BEHALF OF IMMIGRANT GIRLS. 


The Mission of Our Lady of the Rosary 
Aided by a Festival in Jones’s Wood. 


The deep foliage of Jones’s Wood sparkled 
last night with a thousand bright lights. Under 
the tallarches formed by the branching trees 
hundreds of young men and pretty girle wan- 
dered, listening to the strains of musio which 
flooded the air from the dancing pavilion and 
floated out across the East River. The object 
of the festival was to raise money for the bene- 
fitof the Immigrant Girls Home, at 7 State 
Street. 

The home was founded in 1883 by the late 
Father John J. Riordan, who, in the discharge 
of his duties as Chaplain of Oastle Garden, was 
impreseed by the misfortunes of numbers of 
young girle who fell a prey to schemers. 
Father Riordan interested a number of philan- 
thropic citizens in his project with such success 
that when he died in 1887 he left a thoroughly 
equipped and flourishing asylum asa monument 
to hismemory. The home iscalied the Mission 
ot Our Lady of the Rosary. As its name im- 
plies, it ise largely religious in ite purpose, and 
the first care of the managers is to look after 
the spiritual welfare of their charges. It cares 


for immigrant girls of all nationalities and re- 
ligious creeds and provides them a home until 
their friends come toclaim them. A free em- 
ployment bureau is also maintained. 

Four thousand giris are benefited annually by 
thie obaritable work. The present director is 
the Rey. Father Michael Callaghan, assisted by 
Fathers Matthew Cahill and John Brosnan. 

Notwithstanding tbat the home numbers 
among its patrons such men as —— Kelly, 
Joseph J. O’Donohue, and William Grace, a 
large debt still remains on the puilding. It was 
to assist in removing this that the open-air en- 
tertainment was given yesterday. © festival 
lasted through the afternoon and evening, and 
proved a monetary as well as a social success. 





An Insurance Department in Lilinois.

THEIR DEFEAT IN THE ELEOTIONS |

LEADING TO RIOTS, 


Two Days of Disorder in Lubeck—The City 
Hall and Houses of Liberal Leaders 
Attacked—About One Hundred of the 
Rioters Arrested—Savage Assault Upon 
Conservatives in Silesia—Some of the 
Results of Second Elections Which Were 
Held Yesterday. 


Beri, June 23.—The Socialists of Lubeok, 
incensed at the result of the second ballot for 
member of the Reichstag taken in that city yos- 
terday, which resulted in the defeatof Johann 
Schwartz, the Social Democratie candidate, by 
Herr Goertz, Radical Unionist, made a demon- 
stration last night that soon degenerated into 
a riot. 

The worst rioting was done on Breitestrasse, 
where the Socialists, aided by alarge number of 
loafers and wharf rate, wrecked a number of 
shop fronts with stones and clubs. The police 
charged the mob, which fied without making 
much resistance. A large number of the rioters 
were arrested. 

The Socialists were not at al) dishcartened, 
however. They met in low beer shops and 
other places along the water front, and their 
passions were fanned by the leaders who had 
escaped arrest. This morning they again ap- 
peared in groups on the streets, and their de- 
meanor showed that they were ripe for mis- 
chief. 

The separate groups soon consolidated and 
moved in the direction of the City Hall, upon 
which an attack was made. The police were 
out in force, and, after a tussle with the rioters, 
succeeded in driving them away. The members 
of the mob then devoted their attention to the 
houses occupied by the Liberal leaders, which 
they attacked with stones, doing considerable 


damage before the police could drive them off. 
Altogether a hundred arrests of Socialists and 
their supporters were made. 

At Jauer, a town of Prussian Silesia, where a 
by-election is necessary, the Conservatives held 
a mecting last night. When they were leaving 
the hallthey were set upon by a large mob of 
Socialists and a desperate fight followed. Herr 
Stroeke, the Conservative candidate, was badly 
maltreated. The police could not alone handle 
the rioters, and the military was summoned to 
assist them. The police and troops made a 
united charge upon the Socialists and drove 
them off the streets. Many of the rioters were 
arrested. 

The second ballot in Leipsic to-day resulted 
in the election of Dr. Hasse, National Liberal, 
with 16,242 votes, over Herr Pinkau, Social 
Democrat, with 14,224 votes. 

The second ballot in Elberfeld resuited to- 
day in the election of Friedrich Harm, Social 
Democrat and the last Deputy for the oity. 

In Frankfort-on-the-Main Wilhelm Schmidt, 
Social Democrat and the last Deputy for the 
city, wae clected on the second ballot to-day. 





IRISH HOME RULE FINANCES. 


The New Scheme to be Incorporated in 
Mr. Gladstone’s Irish Measure. 


LONDON, June 23.—The new financial propo- 
sales in connection with the proposed establish- 
ment of an Irish Parllament were issued to-day. 
The original Clauses 10, relating to a separate 
consolidated fund and taxes; 11, relating to 
hereditary revenues and income tax; 12, relat- 
ing to the financial arrangements as between 
the United Kingdom and Ireland, and 13, re 
lating to the Treasury account of Ireland, are 
omitted from the new proposals. 

The new scheme provides that the revenue 
shall be divided into two classes—general and 
special, The general revenue shall consist of 
the gross taxes, Ireland's portion of the he- 
reditary Crown revenues, and a certain amount 
of the oustoms and excise duties collected in 
England on articles consumed in Ireland. The 
residue of the goneral class of revenue, after 


Ireland’s imperial contribution shall have been 
paid, ehall form the special revenue. 

Ireland shall bear her own civil charges. A 
separate KExchoquer and consolidated fund shall 
be established. The taxes imposed by the Irish 
Parliament eball form part of the special reve- 
nue to be applied to the public service of Ire- 
land. The postage duties in Ireland, until the 
imperial contribution shall have been revised, 
shall be imposed by the Imperial Parliament. 
If the Post Olfice revenue shall be less than the 
expenditures the deficienoy must be paid to the 
Imperial Lxchequer outof the Irish kxchequer. 

An illustrative Treasury statement, based 
upon the receipts and expenditures of 1892-3, 
shows a surplus of £512,000, 





CLOSING SEALING ARGUMENTS, 


Review of the Case of the 
United States. 


Paris, June 23.—The Hoa. E. J. Phelps of 
counsel for the United States “to-day continued 
his closing argument before the Bering Sea 
Tribunal of Arbitration. Mr. Phelps is display- 
ing im his speech remarkable eloquence ana 
great aptness in choosing illustrations. 

In discussing Sir Charles Russell’s definition 
of international law, which the English ovun- 
sel has given to the tribunal, Mr. Phelps held 
that the assent of mations to a few questions of 
international law may be inferred when, as 
here, the proposition accords with the law as 
established by the oivilized world, or where it 
is obviously just and right. The interest of the 
United States in the seals in her territory and 
in the industry founded on the seals constitutes 
@ property right, which was entitled to the pro- 
tection of municipal and international law. 

According to municipal law, he said, all use- 
ful wild animals that have subjeoted themselves 
or have been subjected to human control on 
land to which y have a constant animum re-

CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 23.—Sinoce the recent 
visit of President James J. Hill of the Great 
Northern Railway to the yards of the Globe Iron 
Works Company, where the two big twin-screw 
passenger steamers are being built for his line, 
it has been decided to build four more steamers 
of the type now under constraction. 

The boats will cost $600,000 each and develop 
7,000 horse power each. They will be 410 feet 
Jong, or 30 feet longer than the boats now 
under way. Work on the first of them will 
probably not be started until one of the steam- 
ere to come Out next season has its trial.

Miss Hillgrove Regains Possession of the 
** Westchester Times” for Justice McCrea. 


The old quarrel between Arthur and Edwin 


Justice William P. MoCrea, President of the 
North Side Publishing Company, broke out 
again Thursday, and resulted in the ejectment 
of Justice McCrea from the premises of tho 
Westchester Times and the arrest of the Bedell 
brothers. Now the McCrea faction again has 
possession, the office being regained for them 
by Miss Emma Hillgrove. 

The Bedells started the Times twenty-five 
years ago. About two years ago the NorthSide 
Publishing Company was formed, and it pub- 
lished the Times and the Daily Advocate. The 
Bedells nominally controlled both papers, and 
were to support the local Democratic oandi- 
dates, but Justice McCrea held a majority of 
the stock in trust. After a dispute about cam- 
paign printing Justice McCrea was made Pres- 
ident of the company and the Bedells were de- 
posed. 

About 9 o’colook Thursday night, when the 
night watohman was absent, the Bedells en- 
tered the office of the Jimces, at Third Avenue 
and One Hundred and Seventy-tifth Street. 
When the watchman found they were in the 
office he notified Ernest Liebemann, the mana- 
ger of the TJimes, and Justice McCrea. When 
Justice McCrea appeared on the scene he was 
ejected by Arthur Bedell. The Bedell brothers 
were then arrested at his request. Yesterday 
both were held in the Harlem Police Court for 


examination Monday om a charge of entering 
the property, and Arthur Bedell was also held 
for assaulting Justice McCrea. 

Possession of the building was regained by 
the McCrea people Friday morning in an inter- 
esting way. 

When Liebemann found that the Bedells had 
placed guards about the property, he went to 
the rear of the building with Miss Emma Hill- 
grove, acompositor. There they discovered a 
trap doer which is used to throw ashes through, 
and is 4 feet long and 2 feet wide. It leads to 
the boiler room inthe cellar. This was the 
place, they decided, through which to make an 
entrance. Who should go first? Mise Hill- 
grove, Mr. Liebemann decided, should have 
that honor. Besides, there might be some one 
inside with a club and that some one, supposed- 
ly @ man, would not dare to strike a woman. 

Miss Hillgrove accomplished her task oredit- 
ably, taking some ashes with her as she went. 
Then she went to a door and let Mr. Liebe- 
mann in.

He Threatened to Arrest 
and a Woman in Central Park, 
Then Resorted to Blackmail—He Took 
Cordes’s Watch as Security for $10, 
but Later Demanded $20—Capt. Collins 
and Two Sergeants Saw the Money 
Paid—Newall Arrested in a Pawnshop. 


Park Policeman Alfred C. Newall, who does 
duty in Central Park, has been detected in ex- 
torting money from a visitor to the Park. His 
Captain and a Sergeant saw the money paid by 
the man the officer thought was his victim. 

August Cordes, a young German bartender, of 
203 Front Street, went to the Park about 11 
o’clock Tuesday night with Adelina Hof- 
moister of 81 Stanton Street in seach of fresh 
air and a cool retreat. They entered by the 
gate atSixth Avenue and Fifty-ninth Street, 
and took seats a short distance from the en- 
trance. They remained there talking until 3 
o’olock in the morning. 

At that hour Policeman Newall approached 
the couple and asked them what they were 
doing. 

“We are taking the fresh air,’’ Cordes replied. 

“ Well, Iam going to lock you up,” the officer 
then said. 

“* All right,” said Cordes, and he and his com- 
panion went with Newall). 

After going a short dista_ce Cordes wanted to 
come to some agreement with Newall The 
officer asked how much money Cordes had. 
The young man said he had no money, but did 
have a gold watch. 

“Let the lady sit here,” said Newall, “ and 
you come with me.” 

When they had gone back about half a biock 
Newall looked at the watch, which Cordes said 
had cost him $35. 

“ All right,” said Newall, putting the watch in 
his pocket. “I'll keep this until to-morrow, 
when, if you will give up $10, you can have it 
back.” 

A meeting place was agreed upon and the 
men separated. But Cordes was not willing to 
be blackmailed. Thursday morning he went to 
the Arsenal in Central Park and told his story 
to Capt. Collins. Then a plan was arranged for. 
entrapping Newall Cordes was given a marked 
ten-dollar bill and Sergts. Eagan and Dillon ac- 
companied him wheu he went to meet Newall. 
They hid themselves when Cordes approached 
Newall, but by this time the latter wanted more 
money and he was not caught. 

“You have gotafox to deal with when you 
dioker with me,” said Newall when Cordes ac- 
costed him. “I am not ready now to fix up 
this deal. 1t will cost you just $20 to get your 
watoh.” 

Cordes remonstrated, but Newall was Iinex- 
orable. It was finally agreed that Cordes should 


meet the officer Friday noon at Third Avenue 
and One Hundred and Seventeenth Street. 

Cordes soon after returned to the Arsenal with 
the Sergeants, and there another marked ten- 
dollar bill was given to him. Just before noon 
Friday Capt. Collins and Sergts. Kagan and Dil- 
lon left the Arsenal in a coach, Dillon being on 
the box in a coachman’s dress. The coach 
stopped at Third Avenue and One Hundred 
and Eighteenth Street. 

Newall was standing a blook beiow, but when 
Cordes approached him he would not recognize 
the young man because so many people were 
passing. Capt. Collins gota chance to attract 
Cordés’s attention, and as he pasecd near the 
coach he was told to go toward Second Avenue. 
He did so, and Newall followed him, overtaking 
him at One Hundred and Fifteenth Street and 
Second Avenue. There Capt. Collins and the 
Sergeants saw Cordes give Newall the marked 
bills. Newall at once ran to Manlock Simon’s 
pawn shop, at 2,216 Second Avenue. 

Capt. Collins and Sergt. Eagan entered the 
pawnshop just as Newall handed the bills to 
Simon. ewall was taken to the Yorkville Po- 
lice Court. Justice McMahon sent for the 
watch and money, which were identified. Then 
Newall was held in $2,500 bail for examination 
June 27. Newall begged to be paroled in the 
custody of Capt. Collins, but Justice McMahon 
refused his request.

There was notan unoccupied seat in Music 
Wail, Seventh Avenue and Fifty-seven th Street, 
yesterday when the fortieth commencement 
of Manhattan College was held, and many 
pretty girls atood in the aisles and applauded 
the young graduates when they delivered their 
orations. The college is conducted by the Chris- 
tian Brothers, and the commencement was hon- 
ored by the presence of Archbishop Corrigan, 
who sat on the platform.

Boatmen Say peomine Changes in Signals

Towboat men are exercised about the new 
rules forthe guidance of boats being towed in 
local waters which are now ready to be pro- 
mulgated by the Treasury Department, The 
boatmen contend that the proposed rules will, 
if enforced, lead to many disasters, and a dele- 
gation representing corporations and individ- 
uuls, owning 3,000 vessels, yesterday went to 
Washington to protest against the adoption of 
the obnoxious regulations. 

The trouble was brought about by the law 
which Congress passed last Maroh authorizing 
the Board of Supervising Inspectors of Steam 
Vessels to prepare a set of rules for the guid- 
ance of vessels being towed. Snpervising In- 
spector Dumont presided at the meeting of 
representatives of the boating industry which 
assembled in Washington on May 10 for the 
purpose of discussing the matter, Inspector 
Dumont introduced the plan, which has met 
witn the opposition of the New-York towboat 
men. 

The rules provide fer aredlight on the port 
bow and a green light on the starboard bow of 
each vessel towing singly. In tiers of tows, 
the outward boat on the port side is to carry a 
red light on the bow, and the outward boat on 
the starboard: side to carry a green light. In 
New-York waters these iight are to be 80 ar- 
ranged that they cannot be seen from any 
point except ahead and abeam. For other 
localities simple globe lanterns, colored red 
and green, and visible from all points, are pro- 
vided for. Boatmen here want white lights 
and nothing else. They contend that the pro- 
posed system is too elaborate, and instead of 
reducing the danger of collision, will have a 
tendency toincreaseit. Their representatives 
will present the case to Assistant Secretary 
Curtis of the Treasury ecnatmeceneni 


OAN’T SsvIT PROPERTY OWNERS. 


Fixing the Lines of Up-Town Streets, a 


Troublesome Matter. 


Every time the Board of Street Opening and 
Improvement undertakes the business of fixing 
new lines for streets in the upper part of the 
city there isa wrangle among the interested 
property owners as to just how the lines should 
be fixed. When the board met yesterday in the 
Mayor’s office, it undertook to change the lines 
for the Edgecombe Road north of Une Hundred 
and Fifty-fifth Street. Near this point the road 
runs 80 close to the projected Harlem River 
Driveway as to make the land between practi- 
cally useless for building or other purposes. 

The property owners are agreed that the 
Edgecombe Road must be laid out further to the 
west, but they cannot agree as to just where 
the lines should be. Commissioner Michae) T. 
Daly of the Department of Public Works pre- 
sented a map showing how that department 


wanted the lines laid down. James A. Deering, 
representing property owners, had another 
map, which was different from Mr. Daly’s, and 
James J, Coogan, who is a candidate for Col- 
lector of the Port and who owns property in the 
vicinity, had another wap, which differed from 
the others. The board fell to discussing the 
three maps, but it could not hit upon a plan 
that would satisfy it and at the same time please 
the property owners, and the matter was sent 
back to the Department of Public Works. 
Commissioner Daly was instructed to prepare 
@ map providing for the laying outof the street 
80 feet wide from One Hundred and Fifty-tifth 
Street to One Hundred and Seventy-fifth Street, 
and to make a report upon it atthe next meet- 


ing.

MRS. SHANN PLEADS FOR DELAY. 


The Lawyers Are Susceptible to Hay 
Fever—She Will Be Tried in August. 





TRENTON, N, J., June 23,—Another move was 
made to-day in bebalf of Mra. Mattie Shann, 
accused of murdering her son for insurance 
money. The application to the court by George 
Vanderbilt, the new counsel for the accused wo- 
man, resulted in a postponement of the trial 
from July 10 to Aug. 8. Mrs. Shann was brought 
into court, and Mr. Vanderbilt made an appeal 
for an extension of time. He claimed that he 
had known the Shann family for years and had 
done some legal business for them. 

He was out of town at the time of Mrs. 
Shann’s arrest, and she has now requested him 
to take charge of the case, and he wants ad- 
ditional time to make preparations. Mr. Van- 
derbilt said the State of Massachusetts gave 
Lizzie Borden a year in whioh to prepare for 
her defense, and it is now but two months since 
the arrest of Mrs. Shann. He argued that the 
State has money, detectives, and experts, and 
everything at its command, while the defendant 


has nothing, and ought really to have until 
Sept. 1 to get ready, since ber other counsel so 
abruptly withdrew. 

Prosecutor Stockton stated that it would be 
impossible for the trial to come olf in Septem- 
ber, because at that time he is afflicted with 
hay fever. Juetice Abbett decided to postpone 
the trial until August, and announced that it 
must be completed in ten days, 

Mrs. Shann is sorely pressed for funds, and is 
now endeavoring to negotiate a mortgage on 
her property, but finds that it is difficult to do 
so because it belonged to her husband's estate, 
which has not yet been settied up, and a clear 
title cannot be obtained to it.
